FROM DEATH PENALTY

But Georpian's Resources Were 
Exhausted at Last and 
Nordstrom Was Hung, 


LEWIS. WAS ONLY BEATEN 
WHEN TRAP. WAS: SPRUNG 


Night Before Execution He Was 
Working for Another Stay. 
Sketch of Nordstrom’s Crime 

and the Remarkable 
Fight To Save Him. 


Seattle, Wash., August 2.—Charles D. 
Nordstrom was haggged here today for 
the murder Novemjer 27, 1891, of William 
Mason. 

Shortly after {£30 o’clock Nordstrom 
was taken to a rtom adjoining the death 
chamber. He wit continually. It re- 
quired the utmost efforts of four men to 
keep him on his feet. When he was taken 
into the death chamber he broke down 
entirely, crying in a chftdish voice and 
Praying that his life be spared. Then 
he collapsed entirely and fell to the. floor. 

Efforts to raise him and keep him on 
his feet were fruitless. Finally Sheriff 
Cudihee ordered that a board be brought. 
To this Nordstrom was tied. It required 
‘six men to hold him for the operation. 
Several times Nordstrom seemed to speak, 
but his words were unirelligible. The 
six men who had held himgaised his 
body on the board, and, with great ef- 
fort, succeeded in getting him upon the 
scaffold. There he was placed ypright, 
while four men stood on the four sides 
of the trap and held him. In less than 
two seconds after the condemned man 
had* been fastened the trap was sprung. 
This was at 9:49. Nordstrom was pro- 
nounced dead at 10:92. 

Sketch of Nordstrom’s Crime. 

Nordstrom worked during the fall of 
1891 for Thomas Mason, a rancher, neat? 
Cedar Mountain, in this county. He had 
a dispute about the amount of wages 
due him. The sum involved was §3.85. 
On the night of the murder William Ma- 
son was sitting down to supper with his 
father, when he was shot from outsi®e 
the window. Investigation “showea the 
prints of the mourderer’s feet as he had 
stood behind a fene@ ¢orrier and rested 
his rifie on the top rail. The néxt day 
officers took Up the chase. The murderer 
was tracked over a long stretch of coun- 
trv. . 
Several days later’ Nordstrom, with a 
Winchester rifle of the same caliber as 
the one with which the victim was mur- 
dered, was arrested on the railroad track 
near Cedar Mountain. He told conflicting 
stories. On trial he was convicted. The 
casé was appealed to the supreme court 
of this state, which refused to grant a 
new trial. Colonel J. H. Lewis fought 
the case in the federal court-on a writ 
of habeas corpus, which was denied. He 
carried the matter to the supreme court 
of the United States and lost. He then 
went to the superior court of King county 
and asked for a commission of physicians 
to examine into the mental condition of 
Nordstrom. This was granted. 


Lewis Never Quit. 


The doctors pronounced the man sane. 
Lewis demanded a jury trial as to Nord- 
etrom’s sanity. The superior court de- 
nied this. In the supreme‘ court of the 
state Lewis’ appeal of this question was 
overruled. Then -Lewis carried this to 
the supreme court of the United States, 
and he also applied to the federal court 
for a writ of habeas corpus on the 
strength of the insanity proceedings. The 
federal court refused the writ. Lewis 
carried this to the supreme court of the 
Tnited States also. He was overruled in 
both cases. Since that Lewis has applied 
to federal and superior courts for a stay 
of proceedings and been refused. The 
entire litigation has taken nine years. 
Lewis last night, In spite of his an- 
nouncement the other day that he had 
left the case, was out of the city look- 
ing for a writ of prohibition from some 
supreme court justice. The governor had 
refused to interfere. 


Woman Slayer Is:Hanged. 

Roanoke, Va.. August 23.—John Fugate, 
a negro 21 years of age, was hanged ar 
Wise, Va., today for the murder near 
Toms Creek. Va., on June 6, of Martha 
Wells, a colored woman. The drop fell at 
1:37 p. m. and Fugate was dead in nine 
minutes. Fugate displayed great nerve 
on the scaffold and made a talk confessing 
his guilt. The execution was private and 
but few persons in the crowd were ad- 
mitted. Fugate and his victim had lived 
in the same house, but had quarreled, 
and Fugate, true to his threat, shot and 
killed her a few days later. 

Wife Murderer Pays Penalty. 

Raltimore, August 23.—John H. Butler, 
a negro, was hanged in the jail yard here 
at 10 o'clock this morning. Butler killed 
his wife, Lavinia, last October by beat- 
ing her with a cobblestone. He has al- 
ways denied his guilt and several at- 
tempts have been, made to have his sen- 
tence commuted on the grounds that he 
was insane. He was prominent as a re- 
publican politician.

MURDER IS DONE 


‘Mrs, Williams, of Tennessee 
Victim of Negro. Brute 


If He Is Caught the Expense and 
Delay of a Trial Will Be Obvi- 
ated by Judge Lynch—Vic- 
tim Is Very Promi- 
nert. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 23.—Mrs. 
Charles Williams, wife of a prominent 
farmer of Franklin county, Tennessee, 
was shot and killed today by Henry 
Noles, a negro, who attempted to crim- 
inally assault her. After shooting Mrs. 
Williams, the negro fired upon her little 
son, grazing his head. 

Sheriff Stewart and a posse with two 
bloodhounds are in pursuit of the negro. 
It is thought he will be caught before 
morning, and it is possible that he will 
be lynched, as excitement is very high 
over the crime. Mrs. Williams belonged 
to one of the oldest and most prominent 
families, in that section of the state. 


KNOX SUSTAINS THE PAPER 


Guessing Contest on Exposition Ad- 
missigms Is Not Illegal. 

Washington, August 23.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox has rendered to the postmas- 
ter general an opinion on the question 
whether a certain western daily paper 
has violated the law prohibiting the use 
of the mails for advertising lotteries. The

The’ attotfney general says that unless 
Plainly forbidden by law the remedy is 
with congress and not with the depart- 
ment. He says the contestants must go 
into careful inquiry as to the facts abovt 
the exposition, public interest and at- 


tendance to date, and continues as fol- 
lows: 


“Such estimates, therefore, while neces- 
Sarily dependent in many respects upon 
chance, are likewise affected by the intel- 
ligent calculations of a thoughtful ob- 
server. A fair construction of the words, 
‘dependént upon lot or chance,’ excludes 
estimates which are based upon mental 
calculations, even though the factors 
which enter into such calculations may 
be uncertain and matters of conjecture. 
The drawing of a lot or the throwing of 
dice are purely dependent upon chanee, 
for no mental operation can aid in esti- 
mating the result. As pena] statutes must 
be construed strictly, I am unable tq 
reach the conclusion that the giving of 
prizes as a reward for superior intelli- 
gence in estimates where the human in- 
tellect is exercised in making such esti- 
mates, ig within the purview of the stat- 
ute, and the conclusion cannot be af- 
fected by the demoralizing tendencies to 
which you refer.”’ 


NOTORIOUS BANDIT IS SLAIN. 


Reward Was Offered for Lima Dead 
or Alive. 

Havana, August 23.—Lino Lima, the no- 
torious bandit, for whcse capture, dead 
or alive, the military government offered 
a reward of $1,000, has leen killed aft 
Macurijes (Corral Falso), in the province 
of Matanzas. The police assisted the rural 
guard and four other bandits were cap- 
tured at the same time. The body of 
Lima will be photographed for the pur- 
pose of identification. 

Lima’s operations in the provinces of 
Matanzas and Havana had greatly exas- 
perated the military authorities. For 
several months there wag a standing re- 
ward of $500 for his head. During the 
latter part of July he sent word to the 
authorities that he would surrender for 
$500. provided he was allowed to leave the 
island. Upon receipt of this offer the re- 
ward was doubled and urgent instruc- 
tions were sent to General Rodriguez, a 
rural guard, to capture him. Finally the 
bandit’s mother asked Acting Governor 
General Scott to promise to pardon him 
if he surrendered. The reply was that 
if he gave himself up he would be tried 
as a bandit, and if he remained at large 
he would be hunted down and killed if 
necessary. 


OPENED FIRE ON LYNCHERS. 


Kentucky Mob Is Foiled by a Single 
Officer. 

Lebanon, Ky., August 23.—An unsuccegs- 
ful attempt was made early this morning 
to lynch Dan Hotten and Charles Shipp, 
who are confined in the Marion county 
jail, charged with murder, The mob called 
at the house of Jailer J. Clayton, buc 
his wife refused them the keys to the 
jail." They went to the jail and began 
to batter the doors, when Officer Brent, 
who wags secreted In a coal shed near by, 
opened fire upon them. The mob returned 
tne fire, but no one was hit. They then 
dispersed.

23.—The French ambassador, 
M.Constans, today sent a letter to the 
Sultan personally informing him that 
he would leave Constantinople with 
the entire staff of the embassy tf the 
matters in dispute were not settled 
immediately. The letter has the na- 
tare of an ultimatum. It accords the 
Sultan the briefest delay within 


CESMUSSELS, August 23.—A dis- 

patch to The Petit Blea from 
Vienna says: 

**According to advices from Ga- 
lats, twenty Russian torpedo boats 
and several dispatch boats have ar- 
rived at the Dniester delta, and Rus- 
sian troops are commencing to mo- 
bilise along the Turkish frontier. 


French Officials Reticent. 

Paris, August 23.—While the officials of 
the French foreign office decline to con- 
firm or deny the dispatem of the Asso- 
clated Press from Constantinople an- 
nouncing that the French ambassador has | 
sent the sultan a letter which is in the 
nature of an ultimatum,’they admit hav- 
ing received a telegram from M. Con- 
stans, which has been laid before the 
council now sitting at the Elysee palace. 
Only three ministers were note present. 
The prémier, M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the | 
minister of agriculture, M. Dupuy, and 
the minister of public works, M. Baudin, 
are absent from Paris. The correspondent 
learns that M. Constans has been given a 
free hand. Any step’he finds proper to 
take will be fully indorsed. 

The foreign minister, M. Deleasse, if he 
deems it necessary, will withdraw the 
French embassy from Constantinople, and 
Munir Bey. the Turkish ambassador. who 
is now in Switzerland, will be notified not 
to return to Paris, in which case Munir 
Bey will probably withdraw the legation 
to Berne, as he {is also accredited as min- 
ister to Switzerland. 

No naval demonstration is yet contem- 
Dilated, but the sultan will probably be 
seriously inconvenienced by the closure 
of the Turkish embassy here, which is 
the center of the espionage maintained to 
watch the numerous young Turks and 
other disaffected Ottoman subjects and 
voluntary exiles who make their, head- 
quarterg in Paris, and will have a free 
hand if diplomatic relations between 
France and Turkey are completely broken 
off. 

It has been suggested that the French 
government issue orders for the bourse 
to cease dealing in Turkish securities. ‘ 
but {it is not likely that this step will be 
taken, as It would only injure the French 
bondholders. The entire Turkish group 
fell on the bourse today, in some cases 
going 10 to 15 francs. According to a spe- 
cial dispatch received here from Berne. 
Muntr Bey has already rented a villa 
there for the use of the Turkish em- 
bassy. 


POSTAL SERVICE OF BRITAIN. 


Some Interesting Figures Are Pre- 
sented by the Blue Book. 

London, August 2—A blue book con- 
taining the postmaster general’s report 
for 1900 presents some interesting statis- 
tics. The total number of postal packets 
delivered in the United Kingdom was 
3,723,817,000. 

The experiments with motor mali) ser- 
vice are still unsuccessful. but recent de- 
veicpments have encouraged the hope of 
the ultimate establishment of this class 
of service. The public deposited in the 
savings banks £40,516,436, and the total 
amount due to depositors at the end of 
the year was £135,549,645. 

The telegraph showed a deficit of £652,- 
103. The total postoffice revenue was 
£15,995,470 and the expenditures were 
£10,064 .903. 


STANDS BY INDICTED MEN. 


Murphy Will Not Suspend Accused 
Police Officials. 


New York, August 23.—Police Commis- 
stoner Murphy, whose reinstatement yes- 
terday of Sergeant Shiels and Ward De- 
tectives Glennon and Dwyer was followed 
by their indictment by the grand jury, 
said today that he did not intend to sus- 
pend any of the men. ‘These men have 
been indicted for neglect of duty—simply 
neglect of duty,’’ said Commissioner Mur- 
phy. ‘“‘My action of yesterday, reinstat- 
ing them, will stand until they are con- 
victed, and then they will be dropped from 
the rolls.” 

The indicted police officers were ar- 
raigned before Recorder Goff today, but 
an adjournment was granted until next 
Tuesday, owing to the absence from the 
city of the counsel retained to defend 
the accused.

PRINCELY SALARY FOR HARAHAN 


AND “SUNSET ROUTE” PRESIDENCY 


Southem Pacific System Selects 
llinois Central Man as 
Successor fo Hays, 


YEARLY HE WILL DRAW 
$60,000 FROM SYSTEM 


Mr. Harahan Is New in Europe, and 


the Offer Has Been Cabled to 
Him—It Is Believed He 
Will Accept the Po- 
sition. 


Chicago, August 23.—James T. Harahan, 
second vice president of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, and noted as one of the 
most succesful railroad men in the coun- 
try, has been offered the presidency of 
the Southern Pacific railroad, vacated by 
Charles M. Hays, and It is almost certain 
he will accept. 

The offer was made by cable, Mr. Hara- 
han being at present in Europe. He has 
notified Mr. Harriman that he will return 
at once to Chicago and this is taken !n 
the railroad world as proof that he will 
accept Mr. Harriman’s offer. 

Mr. Harriman is in control of the 
Southern Pacific, besides being chairman 
of the executive board of the Illinois Cen- 
tral and Union Pacific roads. His offer 
to Harahan so soon after the resigna- 
tion of Hays is taken as an indication 
that the matter of the appointment of 
Harahan was settled long ago. 

The salary attached to the position is 
$50,000 a year, just twice the salary paid 
to Harahan as second vice president of 
the Illinois Central. 

J. F. Wallace, assistant general man- 
ager of the system, is slated to suc- 
ceed to Mr. Harahan’s place. D. W. Ross, 
assistant to the second vice president, 
will go with Mr. Harahan to the South- 
ern Pacific in the same capacity.

The tragedy, precipitated by the failure 
of the crew of 104 to observe orders, oc- 
curred at the small station of Simmsville, 
3% miles from the river, situated between 
Johnson’‘’s switch and the switch at the 
power house. 

Harry Williams, a 19-year-old boy living 
at 170 Mills street. died fifty minutes after 
the collision occurred. He was stand- 
ing on the front platform of car 18 
on the way to town when 104 crashed into 
it. 

Williams was thrown to the ground and 
pinioned beneath debris. When he wag 
released from the wreckage it was dis- 
covered that he had been completely dis- 
emboweled and his chest crushed in. He 
was unconscious and although Dr. Allen 
D. Johnson, the first physician to arrive 
on the scene, did everything possible to 
save him, his injuries were mortal and 
he died practically without suffering 
pain and with his father and mother at 
his side. 

Harry B. Williams, who was killed, was 
the son of W. J. Williams, business agent 
for the building trades council. His home 
was at 170 Mills street.

How the Wreck Occurred. 

The company places the blame for the 
accident on the crew of car 104. It shduld 
have waited at Jolinson’s switch, a half 
mile from the scene of the wreck and 4 
miles from the city, for car 103. Con- 
ductor Weir and Motorman Lee were in- 
structed to remain at this switch, but 
failed to do so, and coming down the 
main line at a terrific speed, encountered 
103 at Simmeville. 

The collision was made possible by a 
derangement ot* schedules, which Super- 
intendent 8S. E. Simmons explains else- 
where. Car 103. was coming towar@ the 
city from the power plant switch at 


- about 3:45‘o’clock,; entitled to the right of 


way. On board was a large party from 
the river: and Hollywood cemetery. The 
young child of Mrs. ‘f. Bizzell, a niece of 


: Mrg. Wiljiams, had been buried at Holly- 


wood and Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Williams, 
their son Harry, Mrs. Bizzell and A. Cc. 
Parks, a relative of the family from 
Marietta, had just returned from ‘the in- 
terment. Other persons whose names 
are given in the list of wounded were on 
the car, together with a few persons 
whose addresses could nog be ascer- 


" tained. 


Sinfmsville is situated on a straight 
line of track of about 75 feet between two 
curves, and it was here that tne collision 
occurred. All unconscious of danger, car 
108 rounded the curve and shot onto the 
the level stretch. In the next moment 
car 104 turned the curve coming toward 
the river, and before the motorman of 
either car coulé-turn-a handle both came 
together with a deafening crash. Under 
the fearful impact the platforms of fhe 
two cars were crushed like cardboard and 
the passengers on 103 were thrown pell- 
mell into the aisle, over seats and out of 
the car windows. 


Injured Taken from the Wreck. 

There was a minute of almost deathly 
silence, then the passengers on a car im- 
mediately following 103 came to the rescue 
of the injured and dying. Fortunately, 
Dr. Allen D. Johnson, of No. 114 West 
Harris, was on the second river car. He 
and others found young Williams and

Parker, of the incoming car, escaped

Simmons Goes to the Scene. 
In the meantime President Simmons had 


. been informed of the wreck, and eame out 


on a special car with Dr. Manor, whom 
he had hurriedly summoned. Efforts had 
been made to‘secure the road’s regular 
physicians, but rfone were available. As 
soon as Mr. Simmons arrived at the scene 
of the wreck he held a conference with 
Dr. Jolinson, and it was decided to place 
all of the injured on cars, with the ex- 
ception of Mrs. John Weaver, who lives 
at Riverside, near the river, and bring 
them back to town. Hurry orders were 
telephoned the Grady hospital, and two

“The hospital authorities report that 
rione of the injured in their care are 
fatally injured. Those that sustained 
fractures will be confined to the hospital 
for several weeks, while others will. be 
able to go to their homes tomorrow. Dur- 
ing last evening the hospital was besieg- 
ed by hundreds of people‘anxiously in- 
quiring for the names and condition of the 
injured. Much uncertainty as to those 
fn the wreck seemed to exist, and the 
hospital force was kept busy answering 
telephone and persona! inquiries. 

‘The cars carrying the injured had 
scarcely left the scene when a wrecking 
crew was sent out and the two smashed 
cars pulled apart. There was a delay of 
about two hours in the schedules, al-

from the river or subsequently arrived at 
the wreck from the city and the country 
contiguous. 

Dr.’ Johnson’s Statement. 

Dr. Allen D. Johnson, who lives at 14 
West Harris street, was the first physi- 
cian to reach the scene of the wreck. He 
Was seen by a representative of The Con- 
stitution fast night and told an interest- 
ing story concerning the wreck and the 
victims. 

“I went out on the car which followed 
the one that was in the wreck, and the 
first that 1 knew of the tragedy was 
when we came upon the scene. The:two 
cars were standing’ where the crash left 
them—the people were lying about in dif- 
ferent places. Young Williams, who af- 
terwards died, had been carried to a 
house near by and was lying on a bed. 
The others who were injured were in dif- 
ferent’ positions, some lying on _ the 
ground and some sitting and lying 
in the cars. I do not know whether they 
were lying where they were thrown 
by the crash or whether they had been 
moved. When I arrived practically noth- 
ing had been.done to aid the injured. 

“Although quite a crowd had gathered 
and were quite willing to work, no one 
seemed to know what to do, and, in fact, 
the crowd was badly rattled. I have 
been in. wrecks before, and as soon as [| 
got off the car I took in the situation 
and immediately set to work to do what 
I could for those who were hurt. I 
dressed young Williams’ wounds, but 
soon saw that he could not live, so I 
turned him over to his father and gave 
my attention to the other victims of the 
collision. ‘The car on which I went out 
was cleared out. My request for assist- 
ance was readily answered by all pres- 
ent, and everybody set to work. As-fast 
as we could we carried the wounded into 
the car, where they were stretched out 
and their wounds dressed. In the mean- 
time another car had arrived from the 
city. It was likewise cleared and loaded 
with wounded. 

“The empleyees of the road worked 
manfully to alleviate the sufferings of 
the wounded, as did all who were at the 
scene. In less than thirty minutes after 
the wreck we left the scene with the 
two cars filled with the wounded. We 
went -at once to the Butler street cross- 


to the @mbulances and removed to the 
Grady hospital. : 

“The efforts of the officials and em- 
ployees of the railroad to do all in their 
power forthe wounded-are worthy of all 
praise, as they worked untiringly in aid- 
ing me to care for the .victims. The 
track to the city was cleared after the 
wreck and we were given a free right of 
way to the hospital.” 

Simmons Exvlains Collision. 

Superintendent S. E. Simmons, of the 
Rapid Transit line, explains the cause of 
the collision, laying the blame on the 
motorman and conductor of car 104, wha 
should have observed orders and awaited 
108 at.Johnson’s switch. It seems that 
a promiscuous mhix-up of schedules pre- 
ceded the accident and indirectly led up 
to it. He says:

I did everything possible after 
the collision to care for the injured, mak- 
ing every effort to obtain pfiysicians and 
telephoning the nospital to prepare for 
the arrival of the wreck victims. 

“The crew of car’ ‘104 will'-be —dis- 
charged.”’ 

Story of an Eyewitness. 

Sylvester McNinch, who resides at. 524 
Marietta street, was on car 103 at the 


funeral at Hollysvood cemetery.* - 

‘We were coming back from the cem- 
etery at a rattling gait,’’ he said, “and I 
was standing with my back to the front 
door talking to Mrs. Dr. Weaver. Mr. 
Saddler was directly behind me. I had 
just bent over to answer a question of 
Mrs. Weaver’s when I heard a thunder- 
ous crash-and felt as though I had been 


struck in the back by a sledge hammer. 

“My first Impression was that Saddler 
had hit me, and, still grasping the handles 
to*the seats, I turned fiercely on him. 
He was nowhere to be seen. Instead, 
there was another car smashed right into 
ours, our motorman buried beneath the 
debris on the front platform and groan- 
‘ing fearfully, and the legs of another 
young man, whom I subsequently discov- 
ered to be Harry Williams, projecting up- 
ward from the steps. 1 turned Into the 
car again and saw people scattered helter 
Skelter in every direction. Bome were on 
the floor, others lying across the seats, 
and still others halfway out of the rear 
door. Quickly as possible 1 gathered my 
wits, and although Mra. Dr. Weaver wus 
in a constant faint, I succeeded in gettin 
both her and Mrs. Jack Weaver out ~ 
the car, with the help of other gentle- 
men. 

“Some one stopped me with 4 message 
from Mr. Williams. He was at a house 
a short distance from the road, where his 
son had been taken. The boy was slow- 
ly gasping his life away. 1} face was 
the color of ashes. He did not appear to 
be conscious. Dr. Johnson had bound up 
the wound in his abdomen, but told me

THE FATHER WANTED THEM 


Superintendent of Mill Objected To 
Their weaving—Fight Between 
Father and the Mill Boss, 
Boys Said Mother 
Took Part. 


Valdosta, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
Superintendent McCranie, of McRee 
Bros.’ Kinderlou mills, 7 miles from 
Valdosta, was seriously wounded in an 
affray with R. F. Brooks, a farmer liv- 
ing in that neighborhood, early this morn- 
ing. From the best accounts obtainable 
it appears that one or two of Brooks’ 
boys, 11 and 13 years old, have been 
working at the mills under McCranie, 
and their father had decided to take 
them away and put them to work on the 
farm. McCranie had advised him not to 
do so, and made some remark about the 
matter to which Brooks took offense. 
The latter accosted the former this morn- 
ing and words led to blows. 

It is said that McCranie struck Brooks 
with his fist, when Brooks drew a pistol 
and shot McCranie in the left side. In 
the fight McCranie also received three or 
four cuts with a knife in the side and 
back. 

Brooks’ little boys took a hand in the 
fight and it is thought inflicted the knife 


wounds. 

Ed McRee, who tried to separate the 
fighters, received a Scalp wound, which 
it is safd was inflicted by Mrs. Brooks 
with a piece of scantling. 

Dr. Ben Burton attended Mr. McCranie 
and reports his wounds not fatal. 

Brooks and one of his little boys were 
arrested and brought to jail by Sheriff 
Passmore and Deputy Barfield.

“Oyster Bay, N. Y., August 20, 1901.—To 
His Honor, Bridges Smith, Mayor, Ma- 
con, Ga. My Dear Mr. Mayor: Your very 
kind letter of the 9th instant has just 
been received on my return here from 
the west. I wish I could accept, but I am 
sorry to say October is an impossible 
month for me. I know most of the emi- 
nent gentlemen you mention and it would 
be a privilege to be at your reunion and 
meet such men as Generals Fitzhugh 
Lee, Wheeler, Gordon and Hampton.

CHOKED CRAZY MAN TO DEATH. 


Brutality Charged Against Officials 
of an Insane Asylum. 

Trenton, N. J., August 23.—The commit- 
tee which is conducting a state insane 
hospital investigation dropped the food 
question today to take up the more seri- 
ous charge that had been made by Dr. 
William E. Jones, a former physician at 
the institution, that Wiliam Funk, an 
inmate of the hospital, died in June, 1900, 
from injuries inflicted by Frank Lischer, 
an attendant. : 

Dr. Jones was present, and was the 
first witness cailed. He insisted upon 
the correctness of his statement that 
Funk’s death had been caused by his 
being choked by Lischer. Dr. Jones was 
subjected to a severe cross-examination 
by Mr. Walker, counsel for the commit- 
tee, and by Judge Thompson, chairman. 
Dr. Jones was confronted with the fact 
that the entry in the hospital book to 
the effect that Funk had died from 
strangulation was not made until June 
28, 1891, over a year after Funk’s death, 
and some three weeks after Dr. Jones 
nad been notified of his dismissal, to take 
effect August 1. 

Jones said he made the entry before 
leaving, because he wanted the books to 
be correct, and that he did not make it 
before he believed Dr. Ward would have 
destroyed the entry. Dr. Jones said he 
reported Funk’s condition verbally to Dr. 
Ward before the man’s death, and asked 
him to visit the patient, as he did not 
want to assume the entire responsibility 
in the matter. Dr. Jones said he went to 
Dr. Ward twice, and that Dr. Ward in 
both instances refused to go to Funk. 


DIFFICULT TO CONVICT THEM. 


Governor Aycock’s Endeavors To 
Punish Lynchers. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 23.—(Special.)— 
Governer Aycock is well aware of -the 
immense difficulty of convicting lynchers 
in this state. It was plainly shown in a 
western county. A negro man who kill- 
ed a white man was taken from the offi- 
cers and lynched. Then an attempt was 
made to force the jail and lynch the wife 
of the negro. She had to be removed to 
another county. She knew the lynchers, 
aud that was why they wanted to kill 
her. She gave their names to the solic- 
itor. They fled the state, some going to 
South Carolina. The solicitor drew a bill, 
but the grand jury ignored it. He drew 
another. This was also ignored. The 
woman was tried and convicted, and had 
to be parfoned. The grand jury was 
prompt in returning a bill as regarded 
her. The whole matter had absolutely 
to end, so far as the lynchers are con- 
cerned, yet they are well known. 


ROADS BUILT BY CONVICTS. 


Work Done Since 1873 by Convicts 
of, North Carolina. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 23.—(Special.)— 
The convicts of the state have, since 1873, 
when railway work by them was begun, 
built 1,437 miles of road. The average 
value of the work per mile is put at $2,000. 
In all they built twenty-six roads and 
branches, among the chief ones being the 
Western North Carolina and its. Murphy 
branch and the Cape Fear and Yadkin 
Valley railway.

Colonel Elliott Will Get a Small Vote 
in Charleston. 


Charleston, 8. C., August 23.—(Special.) 
Charleston politicians are already figur- 
ing on a race for congress next summer 
when Congressman William Elliott will 
be called upon again to defend his posi- 
tion. A number of leading men are 
known to be candidates and the fight will 
be’ warm and interesting, because it will 
take on a flavor of McLaurin’s commer- 
cial democracy.

State Senator 
Barnwell’s name is mentioned, although 
Mr. Barnwell has not said whether or 
not he will run. Colonel Elliott will 
stand for reelection and there are other 
candidates who will enter the field 
later on.

TEN INDICTED FOR LYNCHING. 


Elmore Grand Jury After Men Who 
Killed White. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 23.—(Special.) 
For the first time in the history of Ala- 
bama a grand jury has indicted white 
men for lynching a negro, 

Some four weeks ago a negro named 
Bob White and J. W. Thomas, a white 
farmer near Tallassee, shot at each other 
in a quarrel, neither being hit. White was 
arrested and started to jail at Wetumpka, 
put was taken from the guards and fynch- 
ed by a mob of Thomas’ friends. 

Indictments have been returned by the 
Elmore grand jury against ten of the 
lynchers and are seeking evidence against 
the other twenty. The bailiffs who had 
White in charge refuse to testify as to 
who took him away and are in jail for 
contempt. 

The killing of ‘Thomas made six lynch- 
ings in that county in about two years.

If, on the other 
hand, she makes an unworldly match and 
is\ still unhappy, her acquaintance worm 
der ‘“‘what her mother was thinking of to 
let it be,”’ 

If the mother does her best to marry 
her daughter well, from an honest belief 
that she is working for her true happi- 
ness. she runs a risk of being said to 
“throw her daughter at every man’s 
head;’’ if she lets things take their course, 
she has ‘‘given her no opportunity.” “‘Op- 
portunity’’ too often means the turning of 
pleasure seeking into a business. It. Is 
not uncommon to hear both mother and 
daughter speak of the whirl of gaiety in 
which they live as “work; and not un- 
common either for one or both to injure 
their health in the pursuit of so-called 
pleasure. 

Among less fashionab:e people in the 
country things are not very different, oniy 
there the healthier diversion of outdoor 
games takes a larger place. In these the 
mother. unless she is exceptionally young, 
does not often take part, and is thus abie 


>to secure for herself a certain amount 


of peace. Outdoor games, however, give 
no fool for thought, not even 80 much 
as gaieties which are pursued under a 
roof. Those who give half their time ts 
them practically lead a life which is only 
‘guitab:e for children, and as, unfortunate- 
ly, they have no longer any lessons to em- 
ploy their jeisure hours, they are often 
unspeakably bored.

The crowd in the auditorium 
cheered wildly when the piece was fin- 
ished. There was a moment's silence, 
then “The Star Spangled Banner’ sound- 
ed. The Richmond Blues were on their 
feet in an instant. They uncovered their 
heads and remained in profound silence 
until-the end. Dr. J. B. Coakley, chair- 
man of the meeting, introduced Director 
General Buchanan, who welcomed the 
visitors. Governor Tyler responded to Mr. 
Buchanan and made an effective address. 
He said in part: 

‘“‘We are more than gratified to be here 
today to witness evidences of this great 
contribution to the world’s @nifghtment, 
which surpasses even the mental picture 
we have drawn of its grandeur. We were 
prepared for a warm welcome. You have 
Overwhelmed us with your hospitality.” 

The governor théf reviewed the won- 
derful achievements of the nation in the 
few years of its existence and said: 

“This has been the:most inspiring cen- 
tury in the life of our English-speaking 
race. Representative government as 
prophesied by Virginia’s Henry, as 
planned by Virginia’s Jefferson, as 
achieved by Virginia’s Washington, has 
vindicated itself today and our country 
is leading the nations of the world in 
thought, action, power and freedom. The 
emblem you have chosen for this exposi- 
tion, North and South America clasping 
hands, bears living téstimony to Vir- 
ginia’s Monroe and commercial unity of 
the two continents is but a harbinger of 
a closer political and social alliance.” 

Mr. Joseph Bryan, of The Richmond 
Times, gave a very forcible presentation 
of the marvelous resources of Virginia. 
Dr. George W.. Miles, of Radford, was 
the last speaker of the day. After the 
ceremonies an informal reception was 
held in honor of the governor.

MARTIAL LAW IN COLOMBIA. 


Wery Strenuous Measures Are Being 
Adopted by Government. 


Colon, Colombia, via Galveston, Tex., 
‘August 23.—An official decree, dated Bo- 
gota, July 18 and addressed to the govern- 
ors of the departments, was published to- 
day. It says: 

“It has been resolved, firstly, to sus- 
pend the payment of all accounts for 
War material pending and to limit the 
expenses to the payment of the armed 
force and administration.

Texas Legislators ‘Take No Action 
Concerning Treasurer. 

Austin, Tex., August 23.—The house to- 
day refused to pass a resolution to im- 
peach State Treasurer Robbins for hav- 
ing a large amount of the state’s money 
y on deposit in the First national bank of 
Austin when it failed recently. 

The governor sent in a message indi- 
cating that the First national bank was 
in a fair way to be reopened and ask- 
ing for legislation to enable the state to 
take advantage of it to get hold of all of 
its money within one hundred and eighty 
aays. The resolution suggested was 
adopted.

Judge Townsend Replies to Con- 
gressman Littlefield’s Caustic 
Attack — U. M. Rose, of 
Arkansas, Is Chosen

Notable Speech by Townsend. 


The most notable response was by 
Judge William K. Townsend, of the 
United States district court, New Haven, 
Conn., who originally decided the Porto 
Rican tariff cases, the decision of which 
by the supreme court has caused much 
comment. He said: 

“Mr. Chairman: I was greatly inter- 
ested yesterday in the stirical, though 
forcible address of the eminent gentleman 
from Maine. I honor his courage, ability 
and independénce, but, sir, I listened in 
vain throughout the entire adress for 
any statement of law or fact to support 
his assertions that the decision of the 
supreme court was contrary to precedent 
and authority. From the time of the 
Louisiana purchase, in 1803, down to the 
treaty of Spain, in 1898, the treaty-making 
power of the government has exercised 
the right to deal as it saw fit with the 
status of the inhabitants of ceded terri- 
tory. As Md. Justice Brown says in hid 
opinion, the statutes passed in pursuance 
of the Louisiana purchase show the view 
of congress that a discrimination in favor 
of foreign vessels trading with the ports 
of a newly acquired tfrritory is no viola- 

e constitution that 
declares that no preffrence shall be given 
to the ports of one gAte over those of an- 
other. The same jfactical construction 
was put upon the cJnstitution in the case 
of the purchase of Florida and in the gn- 
nexation of Hawail. 


Century Old Precedents. 


‘“‘Now, gentlemen, one hundred years 
ago the supreme court of the United 
States said that contemporaneous con- 
struction, especially when long ‘acquli- 
esced in, was very strong, if not con- 
trolling, with reference to the provisions 
of the constitution. Chief Justice Mar- 
shall expressly left open the question 
whether any act of congress was neces- 
sary to incorporate the inhabitants of 
newly acquired territory. For one hun- 
dred years we have acted upon the theory 
that such an act of congress was neces- 
sary, that the imposition of different rates 
of duty was not in violation of the con- 
stitution and in our cfvil war we stamped 
out the heresy that the constitution fol- 
lowed the flag. 

“And so, gentlemen, I rejoice in this 
great decision of the supreme court that 
the framers of the constitution must not 
have intended that this country should 
come forth born as a cripple into the 
family of nations, but that she should 
possess all the essential attributes of 
sovereignty which would enable her to 
govern her possessions according to the 
best interests of the American people, 
and subject only to those prohibitive pro- 
visions of the constitution which guaran- 
tee protection against the interference 
with natural rights.”’ 


Women in the Civil Service. 

John R. Preston, fn Leslie’s Weekly: 
From July 16, 1883, to June 30, 190, there 
were appointed in the classified service in 
the departments at Washington, through 
competitive examination, 2,044 females. 
This number included 1,26 printers’ as- 
sistants in the bureau of engraving and 
printing, at a compensation of $1.25 per 
diem, which is the lowest salary paid to 
women in the classified service. About 
one-third of all employees in the depart- 
ments of Washington gre females; they 
are employed mostly in ordinary clerical 
capacity, although many technical posi- 
tions are filled by them. Three female 
employees receive $1,800 per annum; about 
50 receive $1,400 per annum; 100 receive 
$1,400 per annum; 450 receive $1,200; 300 re- 
ceive $1,000, and the remainder rereive 
from $60 to $900 per annum. 

A fair comparison of the progress made 
by women in the government employ 
since the enactment of the civil service 
law in 1883, as to compensation received 
and number employed, is in the state 
department, office of the secretary, which 
has probably employed the fewest wom- 
en of any office in the departments. In 
1883 there were 10 women employed, and 
the highest salary received was _ $1,400, 
there being et one who was paid that 
amount. In 1889, in the same office, there 
were 17 women; the highest salary was 
$1,600: there were several at $1,400, and 
othrs at $1,200 per annum, while the low- 
est salary Was Of the total number 
of women taking the competitive examin- 
ations during the past ten years over 
77 er cent have successfully passed, 
while only 62 per cent of the males have 
passed these examinations.

BONANZA FOR THE SOUTH 


Washington, August 23.—(Special.)—Beet 
sugar growing in the United States, and 
especially in the southland, promises 
to revolutionize the sugar growing in- 
terests of the world. Judge Wilson, the 
amiable and able secretary of agriculture, 
has made several visits to the south since 
he became a member of the McKinley ad- 
ministration. Being a practical farmer, 
he has made personal observations and 
examinations which convince him that the 
sugar-producing beets can be raised in the 
southern states to a better advantage 
and with greater profit to the farmers 
than in any other section of the country. 

In connection with the sugar industry, 
some very interesting data has recently 
been received at tge treasury department. 
It confirms the opinion of Secretary Wil- 
son that sugar beets grown in this coun- 
try are superior to those grown in for- 
eign countries. The foreign sugar grow- 
ers are already beginning to look with 
anxiety at the rapid growth of the beet 
sugar industry in the United States. 

The growing belief that the United 
States will shortly be able to produce 
from beets the $100,000,000 worth of sugar 
which her people now annually import, 
seems to be shared by British Consul 
Wyndman, who has given the subject 
close attention and reported upon it to 
his government. The following is an 
extract from his report: 

“The production of beet sugar in the 
United States is rapidly increasing, and in 
the Chicago consular district there are 
four factories in the state of Illinois, three 
in Nebraska, and three in Colorado; those 
in Nebraska and Colorado belong to the 
American Beet Sugar Company, and are 
at Grand Junction, Rocky Ford and Su- 
gar City, and when fully completed will 
employ thousands of hands. 

“Statistics indicate tl\it the United 
States consumes more sugar than any 
other nation, or approximately one-quar- 
ter of the whole of the world’s product. 
The conditions of soil, climate and other 
advantages are quite as good in the 
United States, and especially in Colorado, 
Nebraska and Illinois, for the develop- 
ment of the beet asin any of the coun- 
tries of Europe or Asia. The world’s 
production and consumption of sugar is 
now about 8,250,000 tons per ennum, two- 
thirds of which is produced from beet an, 
only one-third from cane, while the n/f- 
mal consumption is estimated as increas- 
ing at the rate of 250,000 tons yearly. 

“The success attending the cultivation 
of sugar beet in this district has proven 
that it may be made a profitable and 
successful investment. A large factory 
has been built at Rocky Ford, Colo., 
which cost £200,000 to build and equip. 
It is proposed to have it ready for the 
crop of the coming season. To supply 
it the farmers in the vicinity have con- 
tracted to grow 8,000 acres of beets a year 
for five years. From tests made, they 
estimate their beets will yield 15 to 18 per 
cent of sugar. The factory, when run- 
ning at its full capacity, will consume 
daily 1,000 tons of beets, which it will 
convert into about 100 tons of refined 


| reach a maturity with a high percentage, 
and seldom go below 15 per cent. Twelve 
per cent is taken as the basis of buying 
beets at the factory. 

‘The beets are grown by the farmers 
under contract with the factory, and 
paid for according to the saccharine con- 
tents, determined by chemical tests made 
of samples taken from the wagon at the 
time of delivery. In addition, the factory 
controls about 5,000 acres of land. Most 
of the land will be farmed by tenants, 
but only a portion of each farm is de- 
voted to, beets each year. Growers sell 
their beets based on the sugar contents. 
The tests somewhat resemble the assay- 
ing of ore from the minés, Selling upon 
this basis.encourages better farming and 
the raising of better beets. It is the only 
fair way, both to the raiser and the man- 
ufacturer. 

“At Sugar City a farm of 12,000 acres 
has been cultivated for raising sugar 
beets, and a sugar factory has been built 
with a capacity of 500 tons every twenty- 
four hours. On the farm 1,000 men and 
women have been employed during the 
summer, and this season's crop will be 
converted into sugar. The establishment 
of the sugar factory at this point: built 
the town, which a few years ago consist- 
ed of a hut or two and thousands of 
prairie dogs. Next year fully 4,000 acres 
of beets will be in cultivation. The out- 
put will be in¢reased as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and every day the demand for 
workmen is increasing. 

‘‘A general estimate of the cost of con- 
structing, cost of operating and general 
results to be counted upon of beet sugar 
factories in this district, as taken from 
the Rocky Ford plant, places the general 
average of sugar in the beets at 12 per 
cent. So far as the Arkansas valley, in 
Colorado, is concerned, this percentage !s 
being largely exceeded; the minimum 
percentage of sugar being about 15 per 
cent, while the maximum has reached 23 
per cent, with a coefficient of purity 
ranging from 80 to 95 per cent. In stat- 
ing these results, references is especially 
made to the factory at Rocky Ford, built 
and worked by the American Beet Sugar 
Company, a New York corporation, 
which works two factories in California 
and three in Nebraska, the one at Rocky 
Ford being their fifth. The experts ifn 
charge of this last factory all express 
surprise at the results of this first cam- 
paign, and they have become thoroughly 
convinced that this valley (Arkansas 
valley, Colorado) is the ideal sugar pro- 
ducer, thanks to its equable climate, am- 
ple supply of water for Irrigation, cheap 
fuel and limestone, and an unlimited ex- 
tent of available land for beet culture. 
It. is expected that the same company 
will erect one or more factories in addi- 
tion to the one at Rocky Ford, one to be 
built further east and the other west of 
Rocky Ford. 

“As an example of the quality: of the 
sugar beets produced upon this land, it 
may be mentioned that so far six car- 
loads of beets from one field have been 


tested, with results as follows: One car- 
load, 16.3 per cent; three carloads, 18.8

sonian institution, made his great an- 
nouncements in physics, and Professor 
Spencer F..

Mourned as pioneer members who made 
creative science sublime are the names of 
Louis Agassiz and Asa Gray, both foes 
of the theory of evolution. The son of 
the former, however, Professor Alexan- 
der Agassiz, head of the Cambride Insti- 
tute of Comparative Zoology and an ardent 
evolutionist, has surpassed his distin- 
guished parent as a discoverer, and has 
enriched the association and science with 
his voluminous additions to knowledge of 
deep-sea life.

Washington Post: “Hot weather such 
as the whole east, has experienced means 
a daily loss of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to manufacturers of cigars and 
cigarettes,’ said Mr. Edward C. Pointer, 
of Durham, N. C., at the National recent- 
ly. “Even confirmed smokers cut their 
allowance in two during hot weather, and 
the ordinary man, who smokes two or 
three cigars a day, stops almost alto- 
gether. The effect on cigarette smokers 
is not so great, and the men who chew 
tobacco se@m to enjoy that form of weed 
as much when the thermometer is at %6 
as when it is at 35 degreee. The daily 
sales of tobacco, largely in the form of 
cigars, in the country east of the Missis- 
sippi, reach about’ $1,000,000, and if that 
falls off 35 per cent, which is a small es- 
timate, see what a loss it makes to the 
trade. And this loss is not made up 
either. In fact, a man who cuts his al- 
lowance of cigars in two on account of 
the heat will not return to the number 
he has been in the practice of smoking 
daily for a week or more after the hot 
spell has _passed."’

Pittsburg, Pa., August 23.—A. summary 
of the steel strike situation tonight shows 
about the following conditions: 

This city—Star mill: Two mills running; 
strikers say five more men left the plant 
and joined their ranks, but management 
positively deny the statement. 

Painter mill—Four mills running; fires 
lighted in bar mill furnaces, but failed to 
start as expected. 

Pennsylvania tube works—Mill idle, 
machinists say. they will quit tonight. 

All Carnegie mills running full. 

McKeesport—Demmler plant idle and 
no attempt will be made to start it before 
next week. Everything is closed down. 

Irondale—Mill running with same force 
as yesterday, making two turns and as- : 
surance from the manager tha: more 
men will be added tomorrow. 

Wellsville—Situation unchanged; twelve 
milis running. 

Lisbon—Fires started in tin plate plant. 
Manager Evans says everything in readi- 
ness for start soon with plenty of men. 
Strikers voted today to remain out and 
mill is strongly picketed. / 

Wheeling—Everything tied up and no 
apparent indication of an attempt to 
start any of the mills. 

Bellair—The National Steel Company's 
idle plant will, it is said, be started early 
next week by a full force of men. 

Labor Lesders in Conference. 

The conference of the labor leaders at 
the office of the Amalgamated association 
today was the leading .feature of the 
strike during the day. The officials of 
the organization all seemed pleased with 
the way things were moving and one of 
them said somewhat mysteriously: 

“In another six days yop will see a de- 
cided change in the strike that will tell 
with great effect on the trust and aid in 
hurrying the final outconie of this strug- 
gie.’’ 

Just what this change is to be was not 
said, but it was inferred strongly ‘that 
the coming event hinged upon the con- 
ference that was taking place. 

Two sessions were held by 
ferees behind closed doors. After the ad- 
journment of t& first session none of the 
participants would give out any informa- 
tion of the proceedings further than to 
say that the leaders had been called to- 
gether for the purpose of having the 
situation thoroughly explained to them); 
and to have some action taken looking to 
the aid of the strikers morally and finan- 
cially by all the organizations repre- 
sented. 

There were present at the conference 
besides the Amalgamated officials, John 
Mitchell, president of the United Mine 
Workers; J. W. Jenks, member of the in- 
dustrial commission; R®liph M. Easley, 
secretary of the National City Federa- 
tion, and Henry M. White, general secre- 
tary of the United Garment Workers. 

The conference ended tonight about 9 
o'clock and the conferees left for their 
homes. 

President Shaffer said tonight in refer- 
ence to today’s meeting that it was not a 
preconcerted one, but ‘just happened.’”’ 


Nothing Was Done. 


Nothing of importance was accomplish- 
ed. Mr. Shaffer said no arrangement had 
been made to submit a new peace propo- 
sition to the corporation or a further pro- 
posal for arbitration, adding, however, 
that he did not know what individual ac- 
tion the conferences might take in the fu- 
ture. No mention was made of the 
miners or other trades taking sympa- 
thetic action. It is belleved that as a re- 
sult of the meeting another effort will be 
made to induce the United States Steel 
Corporation to tender another conference. 

The strikers make the claim that very 
little actual work has been done by the 
combine in any of its plants since the 
strike began, and that what product 
has been turned out has been of an in- 
ferior character. Notwithstanding this 
the steel officials declare themselves well 
pleased with the condition of affairs and 
say all the mills started are working 
satisfactorily and turning out good prod- 
uct. 

Attention was called today to a former 
statement made by the officials of: the 
corporation that while delays would nec- 
essarily occur in operating the idle plants, 
it would not deter the officials from pro- 
ceeding along the same lines and that 
they were prepared to spend all the time 
and money necessary to fight the union 
and make all of the plants non-union in 
the end. 


To Confer with Schwab. 


The Leader says that at the labor con- 
ference this afternoon Professor Jenks 
proposed that some disinterested persons 
should convey to C. M. Schwab, presi- 
dent of the steel corporation, the infor- 
mation that a settlement might be ef- 
fected provided the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation officials should = sign the wage 
agreement for the mills they controlled 
last year. The mills that have been 
organized since the Milwaukee conven- 
tion are to be operated on a provisional 
scale. Those that are fully organized 
will be asked for the Amalgamated scale 
and conditions. Those that desire to 
stay out of the organization shall have 
the privilege of doing so. 

Professor Jenks will go east tomorrow 
and will use his own time to see Presi- 
dent Schwab. 

Mayor R. J. Black of McKeesport, who 
left rather mysteriously last Saturday 
night for the east, returned this morn- 
ing. 

One of the first things he did after 
arriving at his office was to give the 
strikers a permit to parade tomorrow 
afternoon. The permit gives the strikers 
permission to parade over all the prin- 
cipal streets of the city. Several thou- 
sand men will be in line and there will 
be many brass bands. The strikers, it is 
said, will march to Duquesne and Home- 
stead and try to get the men who are 
at work to see that they are out for 
betterment of their condition. They think 
that the parade will have a great effect 
in bringing out the men to be in their 
ranks. 

An interesting rumor was reported from 
New York today that circular letters had 
been sent to all of the presidents of the 
labor unions by the Amalgamated asso- 
ciation asking what each would do to 
assist the steel workers in their strike.

STRICKEN WITH APOPLEXY. 


William P, Mitchell Stricken Thurs- 
day Night—Reported Last Night 
as Being Some Better. 
William P. Mitchell, a well-krown cot- 
ton buyer connected with the Inman Cot- 
ton Company, sustained a stroke of apo- 
plexy Thursday night. Me was in a crit- 
ical condition for a time, but last night 

was reported some better. 

Mr. Mitchell was stricken at the resi- 
dence of his sister, Mrs. Dr. Roach, on 
Whitehall street. He is a son of the late 
Weldon Mitchell. He has many friends, 
who wish for him a speedy recovery. 
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received from P. M. Arthur, head of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
Stated that his organization held contracts 
with the various railroads; thaf they also 
were bound to move the United States 
mall: that the organization could make 
no distinction between the United States 
Steel Corporation and individual shippers. 
Plans of the Combine. 

Representatives of the constituent com- 
panies of the United States Steel Corpo- 
ration in Pittsburg contend that there !s 
no movement looking to a settlement of 
the strike that will be effectual; that the 
combine programme is to gradually and 
quietly resume operations. As a result 
of the strike the combine has arranged its 
programme of centralizing operations and 
proposes now to make these centraliza- 
tlons in non-union strongholds. 

In combine quarters it is said that the 
Amalgamated arbitration proposition was 
refused because the issue had gone too 
far, anu tne strike bad been extended 
against issues innocent of the originat 
contentions and bound to wage contracts. 

Some excitement was occasioned last 
night at the Demmler mills of the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate Company In lower McKees- 
port by a report that a car load of strike 
breakers was today unloaded at the 
works. Where a few minutes before there 
had been scarcely a picket in sight, 
crowds sprang up as if by magic and 
every preparation was made to resist the 
invasion of foreign workmen. However, 
the men were not strike breakers at all 
and passed by Demmler without stopping, 
After that the crowd melted away. 

Advices from Martin's Ferry, Ohio, are 
that the strikers have discovered that at 
least three mémbers of the union have 
been won to the side of the employers, 
and that they will probably take a hand 
in- starting the Canal Dover mills. All 
are akilled workmen and they are being 
closely watched. 

The strike is beginning to be felt in 
the coke regions. Last week, with few 
exceptions, the plants throughout the re- 
gion ran but five days, the result being 
a slump in production of over 25,000 tons. 
This week it will likely decrease still 
lower. Some of the smaller plants are 
scheduled for a four days’ run. The west- 
ern shipments, which had not suffered 
any from the strike last week, were cur- 
tailed: in anticipation of a shut down of 
the steel plants in that territory that 
first refused to strike and then reconsid- 
ered their action. 


Object to Sympathetic Strike. 


New York, August 23.—Members of the 
Building Trades Council of this city said 
today that anv attempt by President 
Shaffer to call out brick layers or struc- 
tural iron workers of the city in a sym- 
pathetic strike will fail. 


ATTACK ON NON-UNION GIRIS. 


Second Riot Occurs at the Sterling 
Silk Mill. 


Pittston, Pa... August 23.—A second riot 
‘occurred at the Sterling silk mill this 
morning. more serious than a_ clash 
which occurred last night, and the howl- 
ing mob now surrounding the _ mills 
threatens to enter it by force and drag 
the non-union men from the looms. When 
the strikers arrived at the mill they 
were provided with stones and other 
weapons. The first object of attack was 
a small Itallan settlement near the 
mrhe non-union girls in last night’s 
riot took refuge in these houses and es- 
caped from the strikets’ crowd.

The board of directors shall be authortsed 
to elect from thelr own number a president, @ 
vice president, a secretary, a treasurer and 
general manager, and shall preseribe the duties 
of each and fix their compensation, subject, 
however. to any limitations the stockholders 
may prescrive. Anv one or more of these 
offices may be held by the same person. 

Petitioners ask for the privilege of having 
and using a common seal and of altering the 
same at will 

They pray for the right to sue and be sued, 
to plead and be tmpleaded, to make, ordatn 
and establish by-laws and to enforce the 
same: and for all those rights, powers, priv- 
ileges and tmmunities authorized and eon- 
ferred upon private corporations by the con- 
stitution and laws of the state of Georgia. 

Petitioners will file this their petition for 
incorporation in the office of the clerk of 
Fulton superior court, as provided by law, 
and will publish the same according to the 
requirements of the statutes In such case 
made anc provided; and when eo filed and 
so published they pray that an order may be 
made granting the prayers of this petition. 
and that this petition and such order shall 
constitute the charter of the company.

The Conspiracy Against Schley. 

The Constitution has been slow to 
Say anything that would widen the 
unfortunate breach now existing in the 
navy, and has been hopeful from the 
first that the solution of the Sampson- 
Schley controversy might be one in 
which the reputation of both officers 
would be saved. 

Developments since the ordering of 
a court of inquiry have not been to the 
credit of the administration and tend 
to create the opiniog that there ex- 
ists in the department of the navy a 
conspiracy to crush one of the men 
whose deeds have made him an idol of 
the people. A departmert that would 
censure an officer of high rank for re- 
ferring to a matter in ancient history, 
and would yet maintain upon its la- 
bor wage roll the name of a man who 
imputes cowardice to a commander of 
the service, is flexible indeed, and the 
motif of its actions are wrapped in 
mystery. When Rear Admiral Schley 
asked for a corrt of inquiry upon 
his own actions, there was nothing in 
it about which Rear Admiral Samp- 
son had any right to concern himself. 
As between the two men, even if 
brought together, the department 
should have had neither predilection 
nor prejudice. Justice to the nation, 
which, after all, ig most vitally inter- 
ested, would have demanded such a 
court, the finding of which would be 
universally accepted. 

And yet what do we see? Confining 
ourselves to the record in the case, 
Rear Admiral Schley, in demanding a 
court of inquiry, had -the absolute 
right ‘to the naming of impartial 
judges. All he could do to aid the de- 
_ partment in this selection was to in- 
dicate men whom, in the light of his 
present knowledge, he believed to be 
without prejudice. Pursuing this line, 
he presented the names of certain 
rear admirals, among which was that 
of Rear Admiral Howison, retired. It 
did not také long for a vigilant press 
to disclose the fact that Rear Admiral 
Howison, perhaps inadvertently, was 
disqualified. He was represented as 
having expressed opinions which. if 
true, would have disqualified him from 
any court in the land. Under date of 
August 19 Rear Admiral Schley, thus 
advised, in a respectful letter and void 
of imputation against anybody, drew 
the attention of the department to the 
reputed interview, saying: 

If this statement, taken from The Bos- 
ton Record, be true, it would, in the 
judgment Of my counsel, disqualify him 
for serving on this inquiry. 

I respectfully request that a copy of 
this letter, with this inclosure, be sub- 
mitted to Rear Admiral Howison for his 
consideration, and I would further re- 
quest that I may be favored with a copy 
of his answer. 

I have entertained high personal re- 
gard for Rear Admiral Howison through- 
out a tong professional service, so that 
I feel sure that. if the statements ex- 
pressed in the inclosed clipping are true, 
Rear Admiral Howison would not be 
willing to serve as a judge under such 
circumstances. 

There was ro reflection on the rear 
admiral, simply a request that a report 
bearing an appearance of fact should 
be conveyed to him for the action 
prompted by his own sense of honor. 
That the department was inclined to 
comply is indicated by a reply, dated 
Angust 20, to the effect that— 

The department would be pleased to 
learn immediately if it be your desire 
that action be withheld for the present. 

The immediate response of Rear Ad- 
miral Schley was to the effect that the 
letter should not be delayed. Twenty- 
four hours are allowed to elapse, when, 
on the 21st, a reply is made, the crux 
of which is this: . 

The appointment of Rear Admiral 
Howison as a third member of the court 
of inquiry was accomplished only after 
taking great pains to insure absolute im- 
partiality in the officer selected. To a 
question unofficially put as to his avail- 
ability in .case the department should re- 
quire his services, Rear Admiral Howi- 
son replied: . 

“IT know of no reason why I should not 
be available for such duty, should the 
department so decide. I have made no 
public utterance relating to the subject 
an@ I have seen none of the official re- 
po and papers bearing upon the ques- 
tions to be decided by the court.”’ 

Your counsel, Captain Parker, before 
the appointment had been announced 
mentioned to the acting secretary the 
names of certain rear admirals, any one 
of whom, he said, would be perfectly 
satisfactory to Rear Admiral Schley. One 
of the names 80 mentioned was that of 
Rear Admiral Howison. It may be added 
that of four officers consulted by the de- 
partment, the names of three were upon 
the Hist thus mentioned by your counsel. 

Now comes the ear-marks of con- 
spiracy. Howison, Sampson and Sec- 
retary Long are all citizens of Boston, 
familia; with the daily newspaper dis- 
cussions of that city. They were 
aware of the fact of the newspaper 
- publieaticn, if Schley, a resident of a 
distant state, was not. When Schley, 
geting under bis.best information, fur- 
 Bished a list of impartial rear admi- 
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rals, Secretary Long was quick to ap- 


point the only one from the list that 
he had the cpportunity of knowing 
was prejudiced. ‘Acquitting the secre- 
tary, for argument sake, of. such 
knowledge at the time, he knows it 
now, and yet insists upon the retention 
of a judge who would not be permitted 
to sit in any court of the land. Taking 
advantage of Schley’s ignorance of the 
men, that one is selected who, by con- 
tiguity, prejudged opinion and’ per- 
sonal friendships formed, may be de- 
pended on to convict him. To prove 
Howison’s ineligibility now comes the 
reporter, Mr. Frost, who swears: 

I remember, in his interesting descrip- 
tion of the responsibilities, that Sampson 
had to bear the arrangement of the plan 
of possible battle long before the actual 
battle took place. Howison said that 
Sampson was held in much higher regard 
among naval officers than Schley was; 
that Sampson was a cool, brave, intelli- 
gent strategist, while Schley was not as 
competent; that Schley was inclined to 
be hot-headed and not as brave a leader 
as Sampson; that at tHe naval academy 
Schley had not been held in as high re-. 
gard as Sampson. 

The exact words used by Commodore 
Howison in expressing these ideas I can- 
not recall, but the substance of what he 
told me I have given accurately. The 
whole tenor of what he gaid was that 
Sampson was generally superior to 
Schley, both as a man and as a naval 
officer. 

There can be as little doubt that 
Rear Admiral Sampson had read this 
original report as there is that he is 
aiding the department in deliberately 
arranging the details of the court so 
as to discredit Rear Adnwral Schley 
instead of establishing the truth of 
history. The world stood aghast at the 
infamy through which the republic of 
France had to wade in the conviction 
of Captain Dreyfus. Is it to be treated 
to a second spectacle of the same sort 
by the crushing of Rear Admiral 
Schley in order to carry out the pur- 
pose of a department conspiracy in 
Washington? 

It is not yet too late for Secretary 
Long to rescue the department of the 
navy from this suspicion. He is a dis- 
tinguished lawyer and as such under- 
stands the importance of an absolutely 
impartial seat of justice. The honor 
of the court, like woman’s virtue, must 
not even be questioned. 

Let us have no American Dreyfus 
scandal. . 
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The Atlanta Depot. 


The people of Atlanta have been 
gratified, at least, by the presence of a 
legislative committee to discuss the 
possibility of a new depot for this city. 
The committee met in an opportune 
time to see the old shack at its worst 
and to become acquainted with the 
fact that this nuisance is imposed upon 
us by the state of Georgia. 

If Atlanta were not the capital ‘of 
the state, and if the state owned none 
of the railroad property here, there 
would De no difficulty in finding a short 
cut to a solution of the problem. As 
it is, the state owns a railroad, large- 
ly valuable because of favorable busi- 
ness relations with other railroads 
and enjoying the usufruct attendant 
upon being landlord for the whole con- 
eern. The railroad commission, with 
the householder’s prudence, is not as 
radical with the favorite boarder as it 
might be if he was only a transient. 
Hence the order to build a suitable de- 
pot is not as readily given in favor of 
Atlanta as might be the case were 
Stone Mountain, Sparta or some other 
town to apply. 

To Atlanta it can make but little 
difference as to who builds the depot. 
We are entitled to it; if not at the 
hands of the state, which now reaps 
the profit, then at the hands of the 
different railroads interested, But that 
might disturb the landlord! 

The legislative committee has in 
hand a big task, but Atlanta cannot 
be expectéd to await interminable ne- 
gotiations. 
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American Railway Progress. 
Much of the history of American in- 
dustrial progress during the past sev- 
enty-five years has been written in the 
development of the railway interests 
of this country. 


yoing back to 1832, when the build-, 


ing of railway lines was first started, 
we find tbat in this year only 229 miles 
of railway were in operation. In 1840 
the record shows that 2,118 miles of 
track were laid.

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The Beaver Follcws the Buffalo. 

Like the buffalo, the beaver is rapid- 
ly becoming extinct and the haunts 
which have known him in the past 
will soon know him no more forever. 

There wus a time when the beaver 
was found in almost every part of the 
United States, but the principal head- 
quarters of this interesting family of 
animals in the early days of the coun- 
try was in the wilderness of New Eng- 
land. Later on, as civilization drifted 
westward, the center of the beaver 
hunting industry was transferred to 
the headwaters of the Mississippi 
river, and so in like manner the beaver 
has gradually retreated before the on- 
ward march of civilization until now 
there is no place for him on the North 
American continent. Recently four 
live beavers were consigned to Gov- 
ernor Van Sant, of Minnesota, from 
the minister of crown lands of Onta- 
rio, and they will be placed in Itasca 
park, near the headwaters of the Mis- 
sissippi river. Not an inappropriate 
place, considering that the region once 
abounded in beavers. 

In view of the persistent onslaughts 
which have been made upon the mem- 
bers of this once numerous tribe of ro- 
dents, it is not surprising to know that 
they have now become so scarce that 
they exist simply as curiosities of the 


‘museum. To show the extent to which 


they once figured in commerce, it is 
only necessary to cite the fact that 
during the early part of the last cen- 
tury as many as 200,000 beaver skins 
were exported each year from this 
country to Europe. : 

There is something pathetic in the 
disappearance of the beaver from the 
animal life of this country. Perhaps 
no family of animals has ever been 
noted for greater ingenuity and indus-

time to come. 

When we consider the icss of the 
buffalo and the beaver and other ani- 
mals which are rapidly disappearing, 
we cannot escape the conviction that 
civilization comes high. 
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The Mississippi Treasury. 

Governor Longino deserves the 
thanks of the people of Mississippi for 
putting a little space between his two 
countings of the moneys in the treas- 
ury. It gave the treasurer an oppor- 
tunity to find some mislaid bags, and 
possibly saved the state from a deficit. 

There is something radically wrong 
about the guarding of the treasury tn 
most of the states. A treasurer is often 
elected as the agent of banks desirous 
of the handling during vacation of the 
sirplus funds. Under a system which 
recognizes the treasurer alone and in 
which there are no independent checks 
there is always danger of collusion, 
in which the treasurer, while ostensi- 
bly the criminal, is really the victim. 

The long list of state defalcations 
justify this view. Mississippi had a 
former shortage of over $300,000. 
Treasurer Tate, of Kentucky, was the 
victim of “friends.” ‘The story of poor 
Vincent, of Alabama, has not been for- 
gotten. A former treasurer of North 
Carolina lies under a cloud. And so 
the record goes. 

In justice to the state treasurer ev- 
ery state should have an independent 
responsible check upon all his acts. 
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The Rains and the Crops. 


The disposition to watch excessive 
rains with anxiety would be largely 
tempered if we would consider the con- 
dition of other people. 

A jarge section of the United States 
is void of the benefit of rain. Agricul- 
ture has to rely upon irrigation, whici 
is expensive and a constant subject of 
solicitude. Water for general purposes 
is limited, and the personal incon- 
veniences resulting therefrom are 
many. 

Suppose the people in eastern Wash- 
ington could view a coming rain cloud 
—imany of them—would they not dance 
with joy? Even if the rains should be 
prolonged, what of it? The idea of a 
free bath and water in plenty would 
justify their exhilaration. 

We should be thankful for the rains 
—even in excess. If they hurt this 
year, a benefit runs into the next. 

We are blessed, indeed.

Times of the burden, as well as the 
privileges, conferred upon the United 
States by the Monroe doctrine will be 
readily admitted. 

Whn we declare against European 
intervention on the American conti- 
nents, we assume the corollary that 
cause for such interventions shall not 
exist. The Monice doctrine has been 
democratic faith from the beginning. 
Hitherto our work in its behalf has 
been one of assertion. With the as- 
sertion recognized by the world, the 
constructive duty of maintenance of 
law anc order devolves upon _ us, 
“within reasorable limits,” as The 
Times says. 

Such is the trend of history. Events 
develop responsibiities which we can- 
not escape. This is expansion of an 
unexpected form.

The center of political attention at 
present is the venal state of Pennsyl- 
vania. The democrats have adopted a 
platform and nominated candidates com- 
manding the respect of all.

The Negro and the Mocking Bird. 
(From The Jacksonville Times-Union.) 

The New York Sun, that aspires to 
shine for all, can occasionally envelop 
itself in midnight darkness with great 
success, and has found the deepest pos- 
sible depths in the following: 

“The mockingbird is practically ex- 
tinct save in captivity, and there are but 
few captive; for the bird does not take 
readily to a cage, and unless’caught when 
very young it is reported to commit sul- 
cide rather than endure imprisonment or 
to be supplied with poison by the free 
birds that pity its fate. It was discover- 
ed not long ago that: many of the ne- 

oes on the plantation, knowing very 
ittle about ornithology, shoot any bird 
they come across and are indulging in 
potpie made of the American nightin- 
gale.”’ 

The bird has been driven from the 
neighborhood of man which it prefers 
and is taking to the swamps—it may even 
be that its numbers have somewhat de- 
creased, but it is not extinct, nor in dan- 
ger of extermination. To say that any 
southern negro does not know a mocking- 
bird on sight is to insult our intelligence 
as well as his; the average negro knows 
nothing of ornithology, but he could give 
many professors dots when it came to 
real knowledge of our birds and their 
habits. 

In Florida, the slaughter of the birds 
created a demand for punitive legislation 
now on our statute books, and the evil 
is less, though still considerable. Yet the 
birds are with us and there is no danger 
of their immediate disappearance, though 
they are much less in evidence about the 
hotels and in the woods adjacent to our 
resorts. For this the visitor is more to 
blame than the negro—the mocker is not 
killed to eat, but trapped for sale where 
the negro is concerned. But the boy or 
amateur sportsman who wants feathers 
for the hotel is the worst enemy of our 
songsters—he goes out with a gun he 
should be forbidden to carry, and he 
shoots all he sees—sparrows, gulls and 
songbirds. Often during the season do 
we see strong men coming in with “‘bag”’ 
of birds that are neither creditable to his 
hand or heart, and he sometimes has not 
even the grace to be ashamed of his 
wicked waste. 

The negro and the southern boy have 
their faults, but the lanalord restrains 
these by threats of the jail since he ap- 
preciates the charm of the birds about his 
premises, but what can he say to the 
guests who demand “sport’’ and are un- 
willing or unable to hunt? The little 
birds are killed, the authorities say noth- 
ing. Then comes The Sun and, failing to 
find the birds, weeps over their extinction 
and blames the natives with little cause. 
But the mockingbird shall not cease from 
the land—if necessary, we can look closer 
after the visitors.

In Texas there is another 
lynching, in which a negro fiend met iis 
fate over the fagots. The one bright spot 
mentioned in The Press yesterday after 
noon was at Birmingham, where a pris- 
oner was protected by law, although ac- 
cused of a diabolica] crime. There seems 
to be no help for it in the south, and (flere 
are no real signs of reform. The commis- 
sion of an assault is followed by the in- 
evitable fate, and even suspicion meets 
cruel and relentless treatment. In Mis- | 
souri a man suspected of criminal at- 
tempt was pursued and ordered to halt, 
Continuing to flee, he was shot down and 
killed. After the real perpetrator was cis- 
eovered it was found that the first victim 
was un innocent man. 

One horrible part is that the visitation 
of cordign punishment does not seem to 
deter other negroes from dastardly at- 
tempts. They have before them the fate 
of many of their color and they realize 
that when white men become frenzied, not 
only the criminal must suffer, but the in- 
nocent are in danger. For it. is eharac- 
teristic of people wrought up by indigna- 
tion that they do not discriminate nicely 
between parties, and that mobs are tlable 
to kill every one in sight. The strange 


ivnchind becomes more determined and 
widespread, the crime seems to grow more 
flagrant and fearless. It is difficult to see 
where this thing is to end. Will it result 
in aewar of the races and an extermina- 
tion of the weaker people, or will the best 
element of both races get together and re- 
solve to put down lawlessness on both 
sides? The presence of so many negro 
brutes in the south is galling to the whites 
and is a menace to peace between blacks 
and whites and to the security of deserv-

POWER COMPAN 
RETURAS RIED 


Arbitrators ses the Property 
at $1,000,000 


AN INCREASE OF $172,000 


The Company Returned the Property 
at $1,328,000, While Comp- 
‘troller General Raised It 
to $1,800,000—Can 
Be No Appeal. 


The arbitrators who have had under 
consideration for the last two days the 
tax returns of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company raised them yesterday to 
$1,500,000, 

This is an increase of $172,000 over the 
returns as submitted to Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright by the Power company, and 
a reduction of $300,000 from his figures. 
The company, as will be remembered, re- 
turned its property at $1,328,000, and the 
comptroller general ingreased the assess- 
ment to $1,800,000. 

The arbitrators, W. T. Gentry for the 
Power company and Judge Alex 8S. Erwin 
and ex-Governor W. J, Northen, appoint- 
ed by the governor for the state, finished 
their work yesterday and made their re- 
port to the governor. The arbitrators 
completed the taking of testimony the 
day before, and yesterday there were 
placed before them briefs of testimony 
and written arguments submitted by both 
sides. 

The arbitrators at once took the matter 
up for consideration, and there was quite 
an extended discussion. Among the briefs 
submitted were a lot of supreme court 
decisions pertaining to the question of 
taxing franchises. 

Franchises Not Taxable. 

The arbitrators took these decisions and 
other law into consideration, and, among 
other things, decided that, under the 
laws, franchises cannot be taxed in 
Georgia. 

Following this, the question of the value 
of the physical properties owned by the 
company was taken up. There was some 
disagreement among the arbitrators, but 
they finally settled on the figure stated, 
$1,500,000. The report was then made up, 
signed and sent to Governor Candler. 

This conclusion reached by the arbi. 
trators is final. There is no appeal from 
it by either party, and this return for 
‘the company must stand, for the present 
year at least. 

In the case of the first arbitration 
Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, of the railroad 
commission, who represented the state, 
insisted on assessing the company’s prop- 
erty at $2,200,000, or $400,000 higher than 
the figures of the comptroller general.

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ISHARPE WAS PRESENT 
AT QUITMAN MEETING 


Heard Estill-Turner Interview but Will Not Talk. 
Estill Sends Out Letters---Many Are Anx- 
ious To Be Railroad Commissioner. 


Hon. W. W. Sharpe, of Waycross, is 


and Hon. Henry G. Turner who was 
present at the famous conference held 
between them at Quitman a short time 
ago, the publication of which has caused 
considerable fll-feeling, politically speak- 
ing, between the two south Georgia aspi- 
rants for the governorship. 

It will be remembered that Captain 
Turner, in his card relative to the mat- 
ter, mentioned a mutual friend who was 
present on the occasion, but did not 
give his name. Mr. Sharpe, who lives 
at Waycross, went to Quitman with 
Colonel Estill for the purpose of being 
present at the interview. 

The Waycross correspondent of The 
Constitution saw Mr. Sharpe yesterday 
with reference to the Estill-Turner in- 
terview and asked him, in view of the 
fact that both gentlemen have gtven 
their version of it, to make a statement 
regarding it. Mr. Sharpe declined to do 
this until he received the consent of both 
the gentlemen interested. The following 
special dispatch from Waycross’ gives 
Mr. Sharpe's statement in this respect: 

Waycross, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)— 
The controversy between Colonel J. H. 
Estill and Hon. Henry G. Turner con- 
cerning the conference between the two 
gubernatorial aspirants at Quitman is 
eliciting a great deal of interest In Way- 
cross. In an interview at Toccoa a few 
davs ago Captain Turner stated that only 
one person was present at the conference 
besides himself and Colonel Estill. and 
that person was a friend of Mr. Estill’s 
from Waycross. 

It is well known here that W. W. 
Sharpe is the gentleman referred to, 
and a Constitution reporter called on 
him today for the purpose of getting 
his version of the conference between the 
two distinguished Georgians. 

*Yes,’’ said Mr. Sharpe, “I was pres- 
ent at the conference between Mr. Tur- 
ner and Colonel Estill, and heard the 
entire conversation. Of course I know 
what they both said, and have watched 
the controversy in the papers with spe- 
cial interest and a great deal of fun, 
but you must not for an instant think 
I am going to tell what they said. 

“If I told anybody it would certainly 
be you, but I considered it a confidential 
matter, and however much the two gen- 
tlemen may say about it through the 
papers, I do not consider that I have a 
right to say one word about it unless 
requested to do so by both gentlemen.’’ 

It was suggested to Mr. Sharpe that 
there was now really no secret for him 
to keep; that the controversy had simply 
come to a question of who was right, 
Estill or Turner, and as he was the 
only outsider who knew the truth, it 
might be well to tell the public about it. 
He was inexorable and would not say a 
word. When pressed further he went his 
way smiling over the secret which he 
possesses. 


Estill Sends Out Letter. 

A number of tetters sent out by Colonel 
Estill urging favorable consideration of 
his candidacy have been received by 
Atlantans in all walks of Hfe. These let- 
ters were received in the city yesterday, 
some of them coming to men well known 
in politics, and others to those in the 
ordinary business walks of life. The let- 
ters are of similar tenor as follows: 

‘The Morning News, Savannah, Ga., 
August 21, 1901.—Dear Sir: You have no 
doubt seen it stated in the newspapers 
that I am a candidate for the nomination 
for governor. Many of my friends and 
fellow citizens have been kind enough to 
think ef me in connection with the nom- 
ination. and to urge me to seek it; be- 
sides, I have an ambition to serve the 
people of Georgia in the high office of 
governor. 

“T need not give you my views on 
public questions, state or national.

Major G. M. Ryals, of Savannah, who 
has been looking after Colonel Estill’s 
campaign, somewhat in the nature of 4 
campaign manager, is also an applicunt 
for the appointment as railroad commis- 
sioner in the same event. Major Ryals, 
as will be remembered, has already an- 
nounced that he is a candidate. 

As a matter of fact, however, some 
twenty-five politiclans and others have 
either applied for this position in the 
event of Mr. Brown's resignation or have 
been suggested to the governor es good 
men for the appointment. 

Upon his return to the city yesterday 
Governor Candler was besieged with ap- 
plicants or friends of applicants for this 
and other positions. In fact, they took 
up so much of his time that he scarcely 
had an opportunity to dispose of his ac- 
cumulated mail.

TAXES WILL BE INCREASED 


State Rate “uikely To Be Raised to 
$5.40 Per Thousand. 


APPROPRIATIONS WERE HEAVY 


Increase Necessary Because Legi¢la- 
ture Spent About $400,000 
More Than Usual. 


There is every probability that the state 
tax rate this year will be made $5.40 on 
each $1,000 instead of $5.20, as it was |ast 
year. 

Comptroller General Wright thinks there 
is no doubt that this figure wi-l have to 
be fixed by himself and Governor Cand- 
ler when they take the matter up for 
consideration, as they will do some time 


next week. ' 

The reason for this increase is that 
the legislature at its last session a>- 
propriated about $400,000 more than was 
the case the year before, and these extra 
expenses. have got to be provided for. 
These extra expenditures include $100,600 
for the new class of widows of confeder- 
ate veterans. an extra $150,000 for the 
state lunatic asylum, extra appropriations 
for the state university and other insti- 
tutions. 

Governor Candler said yesterday he had 
not iooked into the matter, but he had 
no doubt just what that increase wouid 
be until] he had examined the tax digest 
figures. He stated these extra appropria- 
tions were enough, however, to necessi- 
tate an increase. ; 

"Because of the fact that the state tax re- 
turns this year showed an increase of 
over $20,000,000 many thought there wou: 
be a reduction in the rate of taxation. 
This increase, however, even at the rate 
of $5.40 per $1,000 would bring in only about 
$102,000, whereas an additional ,000 is 
needed.

STATE MAY YET 
BUILD A DEPOT 


——— 


Committee Will Hear from Rail- 
roads Next Month, 


PLAN OF ACTION KEPT SECRET 


Statement Has Been Issued in Which 
It Is Intimated That the Pros- 
pect for a New Depot in 
Atlanta Is Unusu- - 

ally Bright. 


Having been in session for nearly three 
hours, the special depot committee ad- 
journed yesterday morning, agreeing to 
meet again about September 10, to com- 
plete its labors. Before adjourning the 
committee took the precaution to agree 
that secrecy should be maintained re- 
garding the plans that received favora- 
ble consideration. 

A statement, however, 
and issued to the press of the city. 
was as follows: 

“The. committee has determined upon 
a line of action, which it believes will 
insure a new and adequate depot for the 
state upon its railroad property. At its 
meeting in September information will 
probably be given out which, on account 
of the many contingencies liable to arise, 
it ts now deemed advisable to withhold.”’ 

The session yesterday was executive, 
and after the meeting, true to their 
agreement, none of the members of the 
committee could be induced to talk con- 
cerning the line of action mapped out 
and referred to in the statement which 
had been given to the reporters. 

Chairman Gress, when seen, stated he 
felt sure that the plans which the com- 
mittee had under consideration would 
put the depot matter in such shape as 
that the most favorable results might be 
expected. There was not the slightest 
suggestion as to what those plans might 
be, but it is understood that there are 
many details yet to be considered before 
the committee will be in a position to 
make any definite recommendation to the 
general assembly concerning the matter. 


State May Build Depot. 

It is generally believed that the com- 
mittee will suggest the erection of a 
handsome new depot on the state’s prop- 
erty, to cost a sum which will insure a 
structure in every way adequate for the 
uses for which it would be built. As an- 
nounced in The Constitution yesterday, 
it is highly probable that the committee 
will recommend to the legislature the use 
of one-half of the rental of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, which amounts to 
about $200,000, for the purpose of building 
a new depot here. 

When the committee meets again next 
month jit is expected that representatives 
of the various railroads entering the city 
will confer with the committee. Letters 
will be written to the railroads asking if 
they will renew the proposition made 
some time ago, to the effect that if the 
state builds a new depot they will agree 
to rent it at a fixed percentage on the 
investment. 

The one-half of the rental received 
from the Western and Atlantic railroad 
would in five years amount to $1,000,000, 
and such a sum would build a depot fully 
capable of meeting the needs of the pres- 
ent situation. It is believed that this is 
the idea the committee has in view. 

The depot will, if built, occupy that 
portion of land between the Whitehall 
street viaduct and? Loyd street. This 
would necessitate the closing of Pryor 
street, and the building of a subway un- 
der the railroad tracks, so as not to in- 
terfere with the cross-town traffic on 
that street. However, this is one of the 
details that will have to be settled later. 

If reports be true, the members of the 
committee do not contemplate in their 
plan that the lessees of the state road 
shall build the depot. The idea seems to 
be that the state should enter into an 
agreement with the various railroads en- 
tering Atlanta, by which they will pay to 
the state a reasonable yearly rental for a 
long term of years; after this agreement 
has been made, then the state to erect 
the structure. 

It is believed that at the meeting of the 
committee next month a formal report 
will be prepared. The meeting yesterday 
was held at the Kimball. :

The occasion was the 
initial appearance of the Hoosier poet 
as a member of the club, his election to 
honorary membership having taken place 
only a few nights ago. Following his 
election, a special committee from the 
club waited on him at Joel Chandler 
Harris’ home in West End and invited 
him to be present at an informal re- 
ception to be given the following day. 

“Informal, did you say?’ asked Mr. 
Rilev “Well, if its really informal Ill 
go and take my talkative friend. Joe Har- 
ris, with me; but if there’s any speaking 
to be done, vou'll have to count me out. 
I can’t speak off hand. The fact is, if I 
didn’t write down a thing in advance I'd 
fall over a chair if I tried to say ‘thank 
you!” s. 

The committee vledged itself to do all 
the talking. and Mr. Riley agreed to 
come. 

If any member of the committee had 
a lurking suspicion that possibly Mr. 
Riley would reconsider. he was doomed 
to disappointment. True, he did say a 
few words at the end of the symposium, 
but his retreat was precipitate as soon 
as the last syllable had been uttered. He 
seemed to fear that Uncle Remus and 
Frank Stanton might be led into the 
same trap, and he paved the way for 
their speedy exit. Withal it was an en- 
jovable occasion at which genius was 
content to sit silent and passive while 
prosaic, matter of fact professional and 
business men looked on in silent admira- 
tion.

I hope by saving my breath to 
reach at least 70. As for Harris there— 
well, judging by past performances, he'll 
doubtless see the next century's dawn!”’ 

A ruby blush suffused the round cheeks 
of Uncle Remus, but he didn't say any- 
thing. Mr. Stanton looked grim and was 
equally silent. 

There was no hint of literature, either 
prose or poetry. From all outward indi- 
cations the three men might have been 
the most ordinary of mortals. Books 
were not discussed. Politics had no part 
in the conversation. The talk was gen- 
eral and unrestrained. Never was there 
a more striking illustration of the fact 
that an author, be he ever so famous, 
is very like the ordinary mortal, save. 
perhaps, a trifle more modest and less 
communicative. 

For instance, Mr. Riley and Uncle Re- 
mus dropped quite naturally into a dis- 
cussion of the comparative merits of 
their respective brands of chewing to- 
bacco.

Like all questions of personal preference, 
there was no common ground on which 
they could come to an agreement and 
at the end of a brief dissertation on the 
faults and flaws of the opposite brand 
each took a chew of his favorite variety 
and sighed contentedly as if to say:

INSURANCE NOTES. 


Fire insurance managers think that the 
state should make some _ regulations 
which would prevent overhead writing 
by foreign brokers.« Companies which 
do business in the state are required to 
make deposits which will guarantee the 
fulfillment of their contracts. Companies 
which do business through brokers make 
no guarantee and in many cases are 
found to be wholly irresponsible. A man- 
ager in speaking of the matter yester- 
day said that to the average man one 
policy looks just as good as another. The 
policy is engraved on heavy paper and 
contains a lithograph of an imposing 
“home office.’’ The prospective policy 
holder looks at this, is entirely satisfied 
and sends in his premium. Everything 
goes on all right and he is entirely satis- 
fled—unless his house burns down. This 
gives the matter quite a different color, 
but when the yofortunate victim of the 
wild cat falls to collect his claim he at 
oncé begins to abuse wre insurance com- 
panies in general, and to gay that the 
state should pass more stringent laws 
regulating their operation entirely un- 
mindful of the fact that by going out of 
the state to purchase his insurance he 
has forfeited the protection of the state's 
laws. As a remedy for this evil a promi- 
nent manager guggests every one who 
purchases insurance from an outsider be 
required to pay the tax that the local 
agent would have paid had he collected 
the premium. Companies which do busi- 
ness in the state have to pay the state 
1 per cent of the premiums collected. The 
state gets nothing out of the business 
which goes to outside brokers, and unfor- 
tunately the policy holder very frequently 
gets nothing if his house happens to 
burn,

Restricting the Peach Area. 

The restriction of the peach area is but 
the course of history. No soil can produce 
the same species forever, and rotation in 
trees is aS necessary as in crops of other 
kinds. Says The Philadelphia Times: 

The growing of peaches in Delaware is 
a pera that seems to be nearing its 
end. There has been a notable decrease 
in. the size of the crop in a few years 
and.whole districts have been abandoned 
because the soi] is full of the germs of 
disease. The earth must lie fallow a 
whiJe, in so far as the peach is concerned, 
and in the meantime we are receiving 
our supply of fruit, which this year is 
particularly abundant, from other states. 
Maryland now has many orchards and the 
Pennsylvania soil, which was long worth- 
less to peach growers, supports great 
numbers of trees. The Pennsylvania lands 
have been resting for fifteen or twenty 
vears. which is perhaps a measure of the 
period which Delaware wil) have to wait 
before she can resume her place in the 
general production of this very esculent 
fruit.

Doctors now agree that a moderate use 
of which we term spiritous liquors ts far 
less injurious than the excessive use of 
tea, coffee and cocoa so usual with the so- 
called total abstainer. Indeed, it has re- 
cently been nroved by an eminent New 
England physician that a not inconsider- 
able amount of alcohol is a necessary 
food for every healthy working man or 
woman 

Of all beverages, beer contains 
smallest percentage of alcohol and the 
largest percentage of albuminous and 
starchy food, a glass of beer is as nutri- 
tious as a slice of bread, and has an 
advantage, that of being more easily 
digested. Beer is the healthiest of 
beverages, its good properties being most 
in evidence during epidemics. 

When cholera was devastating the 
Saxon troons near Vienna in 1866 it was 
observed that properly matured beer 
formed an excellent prophylactic against 
this terrible scourge. Again, during the 
first epidemic of “influenza’’ tn Europe, 
in 1890, experience showed that the work 
people in breweries were comparatively 
little affected by the malady—an expert- 
ence that has since been repeated during 
subsequent recurrences of the epidemic. 
Furthermore, the distinguished French 
scientist, Professor C. See, as far back as 
1884, published his observations on the 
value of beer in epidemic diseases, his 
conclusions being that the consumption 
of beer should be particularly recom- 
mended during the prevalence of epidem- 
ics, since the methods adopted tn the 
preparation of this beverage are such 
that it is entirely free from pathogenic 
germs.

Recently the British Medical Associa- 
tion appointed a committee to make in- 
quiries in order to ascertain the average 
age of the different categories of drink- 
ers—that is to say, those who refrain 
completely from alcoholic drink, those 
who indulge more or less in moderation 
and those who drink to excess. This com- 
mittee has handed in its report. Its con- 
clusions are drawn from 4,234 deaths, 
which are divided into five categories of 
individuals, with the average of age at- 
tained by each: 

1. Total abstainers, 
twenty-two days. 

2. Habitually temperate drinkers, sixty- 
three years thirteen days. 

3. Careless drinkers, fifty-nine years 
sixty-seven days. 

4. Free drinkers, fifty-seven years fifty- 
nine days. 

5. Decidedly intemperate drinkers, fifty- 
three years three days. 

These figures show that they reach the 
shortest age who drink no alcohol. 

Excess in any direction is criminal; the 
man who eats too much Is In exactly the 
same danger of impaired health as the 
drunkard. Intemperance is a sin which 
brings its own punishment. whether it be 
intemperance of one kind or another. By 
and by when man understands his body.

Brute Tore Clothing from Mrs 
~ Orpain Until He Found 
Her Pocketbook 


“ROBBED HER OF MONEY 
AND MADE HIS. ESCAPE 


— 


Negro Held Pistol in Her Face While 
He Searched for the Pocket- 
book—He Had Ransacked 
* the House in His Search 
for Valuables. 


With a pistol held threateningly in her 
face and with a strong hand and fingers 
tightly clutching her throat, Mrs. G. C. 
Orgain, of 360 Grant street, was at the 
mercy of a desperate negro brute yester- 
day afternoon about 3:30 o’clock. 

Mrs. Orgain was seized in her own 
home and although several men were at 
work on the opposite side of the street, 
they were unaware that such an outrage 
was being committed, Mrs. Orgain being 
unable to make any outcry at thé time. 

Not only did. the negro brutally choke 
his victim, but he tore her clothing 
nearly off while searching her person for 
money. He succeeded in finding her 
purse, which contained $8 The negro 
then made his escape and has not yet 
been captured. 

Previous to his assault on Mrs. Or- 
gain the negro ransacked the house, 
scattering the contents of bureaus and 
other articles about the rapms. In one of 
the rooms was found some of the cloth- 
ing of Mrs. Orgain’s husband rolled into 
a bundle and ready to be carried out of 
the house. The hegro probably thought 
no one was at home at the time he en- 
tered the house. 

Mrs. Orgain was in the yard ffi the rear 
of the house washing some clothes when 
the negro entered the house. About 3:30 
o’clock she decided to go into the house 
and accordingly walked up the rear steps. 
There was no other member of the fam- 
ily at home at the time. Mrs. Orgain, 
never suspecting anything wrong, step- 
ped through the rear door and into the 
house. 

Seized by the Throat. 

Instantly a black hand shot out from 
the side of the door and seized her reugh- 
ly by the throat. The next {nstant the 
negro confronted her and shoved a pistol 
‘Gnto her face. 

“If you scream I'll kill you,”’ exclaimed 
the asailant. 

Then releasing his grip from her throat 
the negro began a search of Mrs. Or- 
gain's clothing. She struggled to free 
herself and the negro roughly, tofe her 
élothing. Mrs. Orgain was almost too 
frightened to scream, even had she dared 
té disobéy’the injunction of her assafl- 
ant, and she was powerless in his grasp. 
He did not cease his work until he had 
located the purse, which he tore from 
her person. 

Having secured the booty, the negro 
suddenly Jeaped through the door and 
tnto the yard. He dashed across the 
yard, jumped a fence and disappeared. 
As soon as Mrs. Orgain recovered suf- 
ficiently she went out into the yard and 
screamed for assistance. The men at 
work across the street rushed to the 
scene and in a few moments they had 
learned the details of the outrage. They 
did not know just where to search for 
the negro and the police station was no- 
tified as soon as posible. 

Negro Made His Escape. 

Call Officer R..D. Dorsey hurried to the 
scene on his bicycle and at once insti- 
tuted a search for the brute. He used 
every effort to locate him, but to no 
avail. The negro had made good his ¢s- 
cape, The officer searched Grant park 
thoroughly. 

Mrs. Orgain has furnished he police 
with a description of the negro, however, 
and efforts will be used to apprehend 
him. Both the police and detectives are 
working on the cage. 

He is described as a young negro about 
2) years of age, gingercake color, heavy 
set; was in his shirt sleeves yesterday 
afternoon and wearing Qverall pants, old 
shoes and .a white slouch hat.

ON CONSOLIDATION 

President Hein Says Objection Was 
to Other Provisions: 

WHY GRANT WAS. DECLINED 


}Says Company Could Not Afford To 
Come Under Amendment. 


FEARED - TRADE COULD BE MADE 


Sent a Letter to Council Explaining 
Power Company’s Position, Which 
He Says Was Misunderstood. 


According to a statement made yes- 
terday by President Ernest Woodruff, 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
does not object so much to the part of the 
amendment which stipulated that the 
eompany, 
another company, pay to thecity 
@ percentage of ffs gross receipts, as it 
does to the fact that the city might have 
the privilege of making a trade with some 
other company for valuable franchises, 
agreeing to pay a part of Its receipts, and 
thus force the Power company under the 
amendment for having put fn turnouts 
and switches only. 

Speaking upon the point {tn question. 
President Woodruff had the following to 
Sav yesterday: 

“Our communication to the council dis- 
tinctly stated our position, and.{t 1s sur- 
prising to me that the press and even 
some members of council should have 
so misunderstood and misrepresented the 
real fact. We desired to put in switches 
on Euclid avenue and South Pryor street 
to improve these existing lines to meet 
the popular demand. These improvements 
would enable us to give the public a bet- 
ter service. The grant to make these im- 
provements as passed by council was load- 
ed down with an amendment which we 
could not accept. 

“One feature of the amendment tmposed 
a tax of 5 per cent upog our gross re- 
ceipts in the event that the city at any 
future time acquired the right to similar- 
ly tax any other companies. Of course we 
could not incur this penalty. Suppose 
eome other street railway company should 
make a trade with the city for new and 
valuable franchises for which it could 
afford to pay 5 per cent of its gross re- 
ceipts, we would be forced under this ob- 
jectiopable amendment to pay 5 per cent 
of our gross receipts for the simple priv- 
ilege of having put in these switches. No 
fair man can say this would be just to 
us. This was our specific objection to the 
amended grant. 

“The question of consolidation covered 
by the amendment, which it has been 
stated was the ground of our objection, 
Was not considered by me at all in ad- 
dressing my communication to council. 
We do object, however, to accepting any 
grant for the improvement of our existing 
lines which is loaded down with unnec- 
essary conditions, We have a right to run 
fhe lines by authority of law. and by 
contract with the city. The public has a 
right to expect that we give them the 
best service on these lines possible, and 
we do not_gee either the wisdom or the 
fairness of withholding from -the pub- 
lic this service,”’ :

Cotton in Liverpool Scored Sensational 
Advance. 


NEW YORK FOLLOWED SUIT 


Under Leadership of Corn Chicago 
Markets Declincd—A Few Stocks 
Show Sharp Advances, 


New York, August 23.—The market for cot- 
ton futures opened firm in tone with prices 
up 9 to 14 points in response to sensationally 
strong Liv cables, the latter causing @& 
stampede of shorts here and stimulating in- 
vestment support. Soon after the call the trad- 
ing level advanced to 14@17 points over last 
night’s closing bids, after which fluctuations 
were very irregular, according as profit-taking 
saies or new buying gained control. Yet the 
course of the market was unquestionably up- 
ward, on an unusuelly strong combination of 
bullish influences. The most potent factor was 
a small panic of shorts in Liverpool, where 
prices were up 10 to 14 points, instead of the 
4 points as expected on our closing of yes- 
terday. The scare abroad was directly due 
to inability of spinners and August ‘shorts to 
secure the cotton needed of the European bear 
interests with the usual ultimate result of a 
complete rout of the short interest. Bulls were 
quick to take advantage of the situation and 
bid the English market up with great confi- 
dence. Cables to this effect did much to en- 
thuse the bull element here. Next to the for- 
eign news, market advices from New Urieans 
had precedence. The August corner tightened 
rapidly, that option reaching 8.75, or So points 
over the figure current last night. The later 
months were also very strong and tne bear 
contingent made little defense. The views ot 
s cotton holders hardened apace, and while 
chore was a large export ana domestic mill 
demand at higher prices, sales were very 
gemall.

Of this the total of American cotton ts 1,045,- 
278, against |.122,551 last week, 621,313 
last year and 2,003,963 year before last, and 
of all other kinds, including Egypt, Brazil, 
India, ete., 702,000, against 766.000 last 
week, 491,000 last year and 659,000 year be- 
fore last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton shows a decrease compared with last week 
of 140,273 bales, an increase compared with 
last year of 634,965 and a decrease compared 
with year before last of 915.685. 

Of the world’s visible supply, as above, there 
is now afloat and held in Great Britain and 
Continental Europe 893.000, against 673,000 
last year and |,597,000 year before last: in 
Egypt 67,000, against 41,000 last year and 
46,000 year before last; in India 391,000, 
against 269,000 iast year and 421,000 year 
before last; and in the United States 396,000, 
against 129,000 last year and 699,000 year be- 
fore last.

H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, August 23.—It has developed 
that a September squeeze is on in Liverpool 
and therefore the firmness there was caused by 
the nervousness of parties who are short of the 
near months. Our market responded by open- 
ing 13 points higher, advanced 6 points addi- 
tional shortly after on fresh buying, subse- 
quently eased off 6 points from the top on the 
heavy interior and port receipts and the gain 
in the American visible during the week, clos- 
ing 9 to 12 points lower. The port receipts 
for the week were 19,000, against 8,000 last 
year, a gain of 11,000. The interior towns 
during the same time received 22,000. against 
6,000 last year, showing an excess of 16,000. 
The stock at ports and interior towns aggregat~ 
391,000 this. year, against only 127.000 lu# 
year, or over three times as much. The visi- 
ble supply of American during the week de- 
creased 77,000, against a loss of 84,000 last. 
year, showing a relative gain of 7,000 over last 
year, instead of a loss as anticipated, and the 
aggregate is 1.045.000 this year, against 621,- 
000 last year, an excess of 424,000. With the 
above data it can be seen at a glance that 
the statistical situation is not encouraging 
to those favoring cotton. Much capital has 
been made recently of the decreasing weekly 
visible supply of American, and those who have 
done so have evidently forgotten that owing 
to a corner in August and September in Liver- 
pool last year, that spot prices were so in- 
flated as to cause Lancashire 
epinners to practically close down 
entirely and continental spinners resorted 
to short time. Under these circumstances it 
was natural that a large decrease should take 
place this year, but even with these condi- 
tions there was less Arrerican taken this year 
during the week than last year, demonstrat- 
ing that spinners are taking sparingly of the 
article. Russian mail advices received today 
state that the Asiatic cotton crop will be the 
largest on record this year, and that trade 
conditions in that country are growing from 
bad to worse. When the Manchester operators 
are through with their September corner in 
Liverpool, values may be ruled by legitimate 
influences. The interest in near men ths lo- 
cally is smaller than it has been in years, but 
the firmnees prevalent is in sympathetic re- 
sponse to Liverpool, and the apparent stiffness 
in spots, which have been bid up by frantic 
shorts of spots, having to make forced August 
shipments of cotton. 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter. 


New York, August 23.—The cotton market 
opened active 10 to 14 points higher under 
@ general scare of shorts brought on by unex- 
pected strength in cables, which were 6 to 13 
points higher on contracts and %d higher on 
spots. This surprised recent sellers and there 
was a general scramble to cover with good 
buying for other accounts, New Orleans and 
Wall street being heavy buyers.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


New York, August 23.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: 

“Evidence multiplies that the tide of trade 
has turned and that it is now setting strongly 
in the direction of an enlarged business at 
steady or higher figures. Crop improvement, 
particularly in the central west and the Mis- 
sissippi valley,- has been the mainspring of 
the more cheerful tone of advices and enlarged 
fall trade operations at such cities as Chicago, 
St. Louis and Kansas City. Even from the so- 
called drought-stricken corn belt some advices 
of a quite satisfactory business, in some in- 
stances reports being of a larger jobbing trade 
than in the corresponding period a year ago. 

‘The notable strength of cotton, partly, 
however, the result of real or assumed crop 
damage, has been the active feature in the 
betterment of southern trade advices. At the 
great eastern centers distribution is going for- 
ward ‘n as good if not better volume than a 
rear ago. 
, “Prices, except for some irregularity in the 
cereals, have been generally quite steady. 
Wheat was weak on increased supplies afloat, 
enlarged receipts at the northwest and tech- 
nical market conditions favoring a decline, but 
strengthened later. on continued poor crop re- 
ports from abroad, fairly large ciccrances, al- 
though not equal to last week and general con- 
fidence in present or better prices being main- 
ained. 

: “Corn has nasil largely with wheat, 
though weakening on its own account on bet- 
ter crop advices from the states east of the 
Mississippi and timely rains have fallen, Net 
changes for the week have been small, how- 

rer. 

«Cotton goods have been rather irregular, but 
it is to be noted that the talk of a reduction 
in wages and a consequent strike in Fall River 
has been practically abandoned and the close 
of the week finds print cloths firmly held, while 
other .otton goods are quite steady, though 
not active at first hands. 

‘Iron and steel] show little change, acces- 
sions to the strikers in the case of the leading 
tube works of the country having been bal- 
anced by the reopening of ‘‘stuck’’ mills in 
the Pittsburg district. Tin plates and sheets 
are scarce and hard to get, and an order for 
50.000 boxes at $7 per box waa refused this 
week at Pittsburg. Chicago tron and steel 
jobbers are reported besieged by buyers. Some 
western consumers may have to shut down if 
supplies are not shortly forthcoming.

One of the most satisfactory 
signs is the evidence that little summer stocks 
will have to De carried over. Sole leather con- 
tinues remarkable strong, union backs gaining 
enother cent, while there is a splendid demand 
for hemlock, both for domestic use and ex- 
port. Belting butts advanced, and kangaroo 
leather is much higher. Hides are without 
change in price and selling freely 

‘Slightly better terms asked for staple wool- 
en and worsted goods in no vay diminished the 
volume of sales, and the ‘ight welght season 
promises to be one of activity. In heavy- 
weights there is also noticed greater inter- 
est on the part of buyers than is customary at 
this late date. These improved conditions in 
the manufacture give a firm tone to raw wool 
despite the heavy arrivals at eastern markets 
of the new clip. 

‘“‘After a season of dullness at 8c a pound, 
cotton suddenly developed considerable ani- 
mation and strength. The chief influence was 
unsatisfactory weather in Texas, although 
there was also aid in the speculative market 
from a covering of the large short interest out- 
standing. Liverpoo!] quickly -responded to bet- 
ter prices here. There was further support in 
the failure of any agreement regarding wage 
reduction at Fall River, as a strike would 
assuredly have followed and consumption of 
the raw material been materially curtailed. 
Sales of print cloths have increased in the 
last few days and prices rose, relieving the 
situation, but it may be found necessary to 
reduce the output by partial stoppage of 
wheels. Other lines of cotton have enjoyed 
more activity and occasional advances in quo- 
tations are reported. Decided interest itis 
shown in fall goods, the jobbing trade being 
well occupied. In lines exported to China 
there is a fair movement. 

‘‘Grain quotations eased off somewhat during 
the week, though the net decline was emall. 
Corn is atill close to the highest price since 
1892. even with a host of important influences 
militating against such inflated figures. Weath- 
er conditions steadily improve, making the 
outlook bright for late planted corn. Foréign 
customers have been driven away by exorbi- 
tant prices to the benefit of Russia and Argen- 
tina, and Atlantic exports for the three weeks 
aggregate only 1,862,589 bushgls, against 
7,636,648 last year and 12.720.027 two vears 
ago. Meanwhile, interior receipts steadily ex- 
ceed those of a year ago, indicating that far- 
mers have large stocks carried over from pre- 
vious excessive yields. Nevertheless, prices re- 
main above 60c. 

‘Slight reaction in wheat is explained by the 
decrease in Atlantic shipments to 4.853.735 
bushels, against 7,352,826 bushels in the pre- 
vious week. Compared with the exports of 
1.670.817 bushels last year, and 2,798. 887 
Lushels two years ago, however, there appears 
a phenomenal gain. Pacific exports are still 
retarded by labor troubles and the movement 
will be striking, once started.

uate of the institution, is taking special 
pride in having his work finished on time. 
The building will contain rooms for at 
least 100 students, and there will be in 
addition, reception rooms, offices, etc. Two 
students will occupy each room, separate 
beds and closets being provided. The 
building will be lighted by electricity and 
heated by the Blower system. The four 
monumental columns give a most im- 
posing front entrance to the dormitory, 
and the building is in plain vieW of the 
two Peachtrees on North avenue, adding 
materially to the grounds and architec- 
ture of the other schoo] structures. 

The Electrical building will be complet- 
ed by the 15th of September, with the 
exception of the partitions. After the 
arrival of the professors from their sum- 
mer vacations, the Electrical building will 
gradually assume shape as to its inte- 
rior divisions during the coming term. The 
professor of each department will be ex- 
pected to arrange the interior divisions as 


may best serve his particular requfre- 
ments. 

The most noticeable change in the pro- 
fessorial force has been the recent resig- 
nation of Professor William N. Randle, 
the director of the A. French Textile 
school. Professor Randle came to the 
school as this department was b#ig 
formed, having just graduated from the 
textile school -in PhiladeJphia. By his 
tireless efforts and ability this depart- 
ment has impressed all visitors to the 
institution. Professor Randle is now su- 
perintendent of the W. A. Handley Manu- 
facturing Company, Roanoke, Ala.. but fs 
expected to return in the fall to complete 
the instruction of the senior class. which 
will graduate November 1. Professor 
Randle was also in charge of the depart- 
ment of textile design. One of the pres- 
ent senior class, A. S. Mead, is expected 
to assume charge of this department. Tt 
wil] thus be seen that a vacancy is made 
for one of the textile seniors before he 
has time to graduate. It will also be seen 
that the institution believes so strongly 
in the work it is dotnge that it @oes not 


own graduates. 

: Professor J. W. Bailey, who has been 
in charge of the department of carding 
and spinning durine the past year. has 
been made acting director, and will begin 
his duties at once. Professor Bailey's 
record at the head of his department has 
been such as to recommend him to the 
kind consideration of the trustees, and 
he will doubtless eventually be made df- 
rector. He has had considerable expe- 
rience with cotton goods, both commer- 
cially and in the manufacturing line. In 
1892 he was with Clarence Whitman & Co., 
commission merchants, handling fine cot- 
ton goods, in New York; and in 1896 he 
entered the Lowell Textile school and 
completed the cotton course in that insti- 
tution; since that time he has done ex- 
pert work as follows: 

Carding room, weaving room, designing 
room, of the Boston Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Waltham, Mass.; carding room and 
spinning room, of the Grosvenor Dale 
Company, Grosvenor Dale, Conn.; design- 
ing department, of the Lyman mills, 
Holyoke, Mass.; mule room, of the Win- 
te@ov mills, Taunton, Mass. 

Professor Bailey is now in Massacnu- 
setts getting all possible information re- 
garding methods of manufacturing and 
education in textile lines, and he will 
bring to the head of the textile depart- 
ment at the Tech wide experience and in- 
formation.
